As a result of an increase in re 
ceipts, both from county and state 
sources during the fiscal year 
ended, June 30, 1938, the financial 
situation in Princess Anne county 
was improved by an increase of 
$19,945.92 hi cash and a decrease 
of $53,440.58 in encumbrances 
against future revenue over that 
of June 30, 1935, according to the 
audit recently made of Treasurer 
Sidney S. Kellam's office by Jack- 
son, Goodman and Company, of 
Norfolk, and approved by L. Mc- 
Carthy Downs, Auditor of Public 
Accounts for the Commonwealth 
of Virginia. 

Revenue* Near Half-Million 
Total revenues, which reached 
the sum of $484,648.16 during the 
last fiscal year, were $56,383.61 
above those of 1935. This increase 
Is reflected chiefly in an addition- 
al $11,179.71 from current taxes, 
$24,679.18 from delinquent ac- 
counts and $5,701.66 returned by 
the State in the form of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control profits. 

The report of the auditing 
agency praised the efficiency of 
the treasurer's office and com- 
ided warmly the accuracy and 
accounts main- 
Similar fdrds of 
approval were expressed by the 
auditor of public accounts. 
Tax Revenue Gains 
Current taxes produced a rev- 
enue totalling $153,623.07. Delin- 
quent taxes totalled $49,665.48, 
and land redemptions added $19,- 
027.44, a marked decrease from 
the $35,101.34 collected in 1935. 
Beverage licenses brought $118.25 
Into the treasury; amusement ma- 
chine licenses, a new tax this year, 
$2,696.18; dog licenses $2,537.00; 
transfer fees, $795; trial Justice 
fees, $1,088.10; tutltions, $4,217.46, 
and appropriations from the 
Town of Virginia Beach to the 
debt service, $3,472.42.

A change In the dietary habits 
of the American people, as in- 
dicated by an increased farm pro- 
duction of vegetables for commer- 
cial use, is revealed in a release 
of the 1935 Pederal Farm Census 
figures by Director William L.

in 1934, commercial production 
of vegetables either as green 
vegetables for immediate table use 
or for canning or manufacture 
and exclusive of Irish and sweet 
potatoes came from 3,771,580 
acres which was 959,865 acres, or 
34 per cent, greater than the 2,- 
811,715 acres for harvest in 1929. 
The increase during this five-year 
period would have been more out- 
standing had it not been for the 
curtailed production in 1934 due 
to the severe drought. In 1919 
the farm acreage of vegetables for 
sale amounted to 1,424,273 acres. 
Small Part of Acreage 

Although vegetables occupy a 
very important place in the diet 
of all the people, the commercial 
acreage of these vegetables on 
farms constituted but 1.3 per cent 
of the land from which crops were 
harvested In 1934 and 0.8 per cent 
in 1929. If to this commercial 
acreage in 1934 were added the 
3,582,344 acres of Irish potatoes 
and 966,681 acres of sweet pota- 



| toes, both grown for home use 
and for sale, their combined per- 
centage of the land from which 
crops were harvested would be 
only 2.8 per cent. 

The commercial acreages of 
snap or string beans, cabbages, 
corn for table use, tomatoes, 
watermelons, and all other vege- 
tables as a group exclusive of 
Irish and sweet potatoes were 
greater in 1934 than in 1929. The 
most important vegetables in the 
"all other" group, from an acre- 
age standpoint, are asparagus, 
cantaloupes, celery, cucumbers, 
lettuce, onions, green peas, pep- 
pers and spinach. In this five- 
year period the percentage in- 
creases in acreage were 39 per 
cent for snap beans, 47 per cent 
for cabbages, 14 per cent for com, 
39 per cent for tomatoes, 44 per 
cent for watermelons and 36 per 
cent for all other, vegetables. Snap 
beans for market were harvested 
on 186,187 farms in 1934 from 
307,061 acres, cabbages on 144,735 
farms and 262,059 acres, corn for 
table use on 198,155 farms and 
549,519 acres, tomatoes on 265,741 
farms and 631,936 acres, water- 
melons on 199,367 farms and 417,- 
353 acres and all other vegetables 
on 481,948 farms and 1,603,652

Flatly rejecting the terms pro- 
posed by Norfolk City for the 
construction of a water line into 
the East Ocean View community 
as too costly, the Board of Super- 
visors, meeting at the Court House 
last Monday, admitted that the 
hope of furnishing this city- con- 
venience to the 74 residences in 
East Ocean View was all but dis- 
sipated into thin air. 

According to the terms of the

to the county. The proposal that 
the county construct the water 
mains and purchase, the needed 
water supply through one meter, 
in turn selling the water to the 
Xesidenfe^using the supply, was 
rejected by the city council at a 
meeting held previously to the 
supervisors' session. Whether or 
not the line will be aphstructed 
now rests with the residents of 
the community.

The board also protested the 
application of the Norfolk-South- 
ern Railroad's offices to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
abandon the Pungo-Munden line, 
a distance of 10.2 miles. Although 
it was admitted that little need

STORM PROTEC- 
TION NEEDED 




Mb single lesson has been driven 
more forcibly since the ad- 
of the September storm than 
of the need today existing 
ft greater measure of protec- 
tor the homes fronting on or 
it to the ocean front and 
a ataUar bolstering of the 
Virginia Beach's first 
d ef e ns e against the on- 
er smashing waves. No 
say we dose our eyes to 



telling ourselves that this com- 
munity lies well without the "hur- 
ricane zone;" disaster has threat- 
ened twice in a three-year period, 
and there is none to say when or 
with what additional toll it will 
threaten again. 

Competent engineering opinion, 
backed by the approval of the 
more intelligent observations of 
local residents, suggests two pro- 
per spheres for such protective 
measures: the one centering about 
the walkway, the other about the 
low area extending "northward 
from Cavalier Shores; Many plans 
have already been devised to as- 
sure such protection, some im- 
practical because of the expense 
involved and others equally un- 
workable as shown in the light 
of past experience. There is, how- 
ever, one plan to which we are in- 
clined, briefly summarized as fol- 
lows. • / 

Until the proper breakwaters or 
sand fences are developed north- 
ward 'from theVcavalier Shores' 
bulwark— the first too expensive 
for immediate consideration and 
the latter to be developed over a 
long period of time— there is every 
reason to believe that the high 
tides accompanying such storms 
as that of two weeks ago will con- 
tinue to inundate the area, parti- 
cularly that lying between Fifty- 
second Street and the Federal 
property on the north. The chief 
consideration of the moment is, 
therefore, one of immediate drain- 
age of such water, for the situa- 
tion still existing constitutes a 
serious health problem, not to 
mention a definite inconvenience 
to all residents of the section. 

A series of concrete pipes ex- 
tending laterally from Atlantic 
Avenue to the ocean front con- 
nected with storm drains and feed 
lines in the low area looms as the 
cheapest and most certain way of 
assuring adequate drainage for 
the section which today, two weeks 
after the passage of the storm, 
holds the appearance of an* in- 
hospitable and unlivable swamp. 
These concrete pipes, sealed ex- 
cept in times of emergency, could 
be controlled on a low tide, so 
giving to the residents of the area 
the definite assurance that a re- 
petition of current conditions 
would not again be possible. 

It has been suggested that 
lateral pipes could be laid on an 
average of one for every ten 
streets, with the auxiliary feed 
lines sloping to the central drains 
from their points of contact with 
the surface areas. In the event 
that such a drainage system is 
developed, engineers assert, the 
community north of Virginia 
Beach will be spared in future 
years the fear of disease and the 
furious property damage which 
now so widely prevails. 

The suggestions for the 
strengthening of the walkway are 
more complicated and, of course, 
more expensive. In figuring the 
stress and strain requirements of 
the walkway, emphasis was laid 
upon the unbroken stretch of con- 
crete which faces the water. Little 
or no attention was paid to the 
far side, which, the experience of 
the two past storms reveals, is the 
seat of potential disaster, for 
engineers who have recently in- 
spected the walkway for signs of 
trouble have expressed the con- 
viction that another serious storm 
might well carry it away to its 
doom. 

The breaking of the waves over 
this bulwark, a situation develop- 
ed by storms of less than hurri- 
cane intensity, results in a rapid 
wearing away of the clay and 
sand at the western end of the 
walkway and a consequent under- 
mining of the bulwark from the 
rear. The extent to which this 
hurried erosion was carried two 
Weeks ago is still apparent, posing 
a threat *hich none but the fool- 
ish may disregard, for the effects 
of such a condition may well re- 
sult in the complete destruction of 
the walkway, so opening an ave- 
nue for tremendous damage to 
those properties which rest at its 
edge. 

Storm -sheeting of the outer 
edge of the structure is desirable 
and, perhaps, imperative, but the 
development of a concrete barrier 
at its rear, sloping an approxi- 
mate twenty feet beyond the pre- 
sent walkway, and the filling in 
of the area underneath with stone, 
concrete or some other similar 
material looms as an absolute 
necessity, it is expensive only 
when considered in the light of 
first .costs: what might happen to 
the event the walkway was de- 
stroyed quickly reduces the 
thought of the initial cost and 
poses a question of safety which 
concerns every property-owner on 
the western side of the bulwark. 

It has been suggested that such 
an improvement might be made 
with government funds now avail- 
able for such emergency work, 
with the sponsor's contribution, a 
small part of the total cost, as- 
against the property-own- 
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era. Certain it is that the Town 
cannot now assume the total cost 
of such improvements, and, if the 
work is delayed until after such 
government funds are withdrawn, 
the assessments will be the high- 
er. Or— another possible alterna- 
tive — nothing can be done and the 
next storm, if there should be a 
next storm, be allowed to wreak 
its fury upon walkway and prop- 
erties alike. As we see it, one of 
the two choices must be made and 
made while the recent terrors and 
fears still remain to the minds of 
those Who witnessed the steady 
approach of the waves, referred 
to in the nation's press as "moun- 
tains of water." 

Improvements are desired, even 
necessary. . To delay longer in 
securing them than the immediate 
present strikes us as an act of 
unwarranted folly.

At The Water's Edge 

By DON SEiwelL 



Without wishing to turn this 
column into a weekly survey of 
current movie offerings, a sense of 
fairness to the young art forces 
the confession that this week we 
have witnessed a superlatively 
good screen production worthy of 
favorable mention. "Piccadilly 
Jim," adapted from the P. G. 
Wodehouse story of the same 
name, combines within itself all 
of the qualities of good entertain- 
ment: a lively story, a cast care- 
fully selected, proper scenic detail 
and, last though far from least, 
a strict adherence to the thought, 
substance and tempo of the 
original bit of fiction. 
. Contrary to popular belief, the 
presentation of comedy in effec- 
tive and convincing manner is no 
less difficult that the staging of 
heavy drama. To achieve the 
fluff, the lightness and the mirth- 
ful appeal which is the realm of 
comedy requires all of the tech- 
nique of the finished actor, for 
undue emphasis results to farce 
or grotesqueness, stultifies the 
basic idea of comedy and humor 
and ends, all too frequently, to a 
curiously banal production. This 
we have seen occasionally on the 
stage and often on the screen. 

The tendency in many past 
movie performances which we 
have witnessed, as explained last 
week, was to distort the original 
comedy theme and its accompany-; 
tog sequences and to press heavily 
upon those lines which were in- 
tended for light and fluffy expres- 
sion. The result has been horrible 
to behold, and we have left the 
movie houses heartily damning 
the stupidity of all whose fingers 
were stuck in the movie pie. 



But not so with "Piccadilly 
Jim." The book is filled with the 
comic situations of which Wode- 
house is a master builder, and the 
movie treats each such scene with 
the frivolity, deftness and comic 
appeal, not unmixed with serious 
undertones that are definitely 
thought-provoking and an accom- 
panying drama which is the com- 
plement of comedy, which the 
originals deserve. There is no at- 
tempt made to outshine the crea- 
tor of the story, no conspiracy to 
"improve" the characters, no 
scheming to confuse the story 
with a mass of extraneous scenic 
detail. The picture is, simply, a 
transference of the printed page 
to the silver screen. 

And there, we believe, is the 
reason for its superiority over the 
usual cinema offering. As in the 
book, the characters are foils for 
one another and there is a total 
absence of the obnoxious "star 
system" which focuses all atten- 
tion, whether deserved or not, 
upon one or two characters. Na- 
turally, there is an emphasis upon 
the valet, Bayllss, (Wodehouse 
never could resist the appeal of 
the typical English male servant 
and most of his stories revolve 
about the antics of a Bayllss or 
Jeeves) but even this character 
blends into a unified whole, in 
which "Piccadilly Jim," his father, 
Mrs. Richswitch and Herbert are 
not less important. This fine bal- 
ance has not been lost and the 
Picture benefits as a result. 

Now, we ask, if this has been 
done in one instance, why not in 



of America, is run as a non-profit 
venture by those directing local 
activities, all of the funds collect- 
ed being used for the acquisition 
of the artists themselves.

stage. As a consequence of the 
wide patronage given this move- 
ment and because, of a skilled 
routing of the artists on their 
countrywide tours, the ranking 
men and women of the musical 
world can be brought into the 
non-metropolitan cities and towns 
at a price which is not prohibi- 
tive. 

This season will bring to Nor- 
folk such outstanding person- 
alities as the Hart House String 
Quartet; Robert Casadesus, the 
French pianist whose star is high 
to the musical heavens; Lotte 
Lehmann, the brilliant soprano of 
the Metropolitan Opera, and, as 
a featured attraction, Nino Mar- 
tini, the Italian tenor who has 
carried the magic of his voice to 
millions of people through the 
mediums of the operatic stage, 
the motion picture and the radio. 
Martini will appear here as a sub- 
stitute for La Argentina and her 
Spanish ballet, cancelled because 
of the sudden death of La Argen- 
tina. 

It would be difficult to select a 
move satisfactory or more proper- 
ly balanced series than that which 
now lies ahead of the music-lovers 
of this area. Although perhaps 
least known of the four attrac- 
tions, the Hart House String 
Quartet is highly rated by music 
critics of New York, regarded by 
them as one of the outstanding 
string ensembles now engaging to 
concert work. As an opening fea- 
ture of the series, the selection 
of the quartet is a happy one. 

Little need be said here of the 
other attractions. To many, 
Casadesus is the logical successor 
to Paderewski, and his success to 
America has been a meteoric one, 
reminding us of the path followed 
some few years ago by Iturbi, the 
dynamic Spaniard who recently 
relinquished his post as conductor 
of a prominent symphony orches- 
tra — a position he prefers to that 
of pianist — because he could not 
stand the competition provided by 
a hot-dog-eating audience. 

Lehmann and Martini, new- 
comers to the Metropolitan Opera 
to recent years but well known 
in European opera houses, repre- 
sent the finest flowering of the 
musical drama. No male voice has 
captured popular acclaim since 
the days of Caruso as has that 
of the Italian tenor, and his ap- 
pearance here is certain to be re- 
garded as the highlight of a most 
interesting series. Versatile in a

HETTY GREEN'S THRIFT 



Once more there has been a 
death and a will to the family of 
Hetty Green and once more a law 
suit. This time it is the will of 
Col. Edward Howland Robinson 
Green, only son of Hetty, she who 
single-handedly amassed a larger 
fortune than any other woman 
who tackled Wall Street. 

Hetty Howland Green died in 
1915, but seven years, before she 
had her son and her daughter 
make wills bequeathing their en- whips like car accelerators. 



tire estates to their mother and 
the remaining child. She exacted, 
furthermore, a promise from each 
that these wills would never be 
superseded by another will. 

In 1917 Colonel Ned, who got 
his military title by serving on 
the military staff of a Governor 
of Texas, married the former 
Mabel Harlow, of Chicago, with 
whom he had been "keeping com- 
pany" for fifteen years. But he 
failed to make a new will to pro- 
vide for his wife. The 28-year-old 
will still stands and under its 
terms Ned's sister, Mrs. Matthew 
Astqr Wllks, would get his entire 
estate. 

The widow of Colonel Ned has 
started suit in Texas to collect 
her dower right of the $50,000,000 
estate. 

Hetty Green lived like a char- 
woman. She lived in the cheap- 
est lodgings she could find, and 
she haggled over the price she had 
to pay for those. Her children 
had no more advantages, were no 
more pampered than the children 
of a laborer. When her husband 
plunged and lost, going bankrupt, 
she paid his debts, but she ban- 
ished him from the family circle, 
and he lived for many years the 
spartan life of an impecunious 
recluse until their daughter years 
later effected a reconciliation. 

The voluminous shabby black 
skirt of Hetty Green— in the folds 
of which she sometimes carried 
more than a million dollars' 
worth of securities — her seedy 
black cape and battered hat that 
she wore for thirty years, made 
her a marked woman. Her days 
she spent to New York, mostly to 
the Chemical National Bank. So 
valuable was she to the bank that 
its officers let her conduct all of 
her business there — this saved 
office rent— and store her securi- 
ties there— this saved vault rent- 
als. 

Hetty often sat on the cold 
floor of the bank lobby to eat her 
lunch, sometimes a sandwich, 
sometimes only a slice of bread 
and a raw onion. No employe 
dared laugh at her or take any 
notice of her conduct. 

So important was Hetty to the 
bank that she was permitted to 
store anything she wanted there, 
and there she kept most of her 
immense and rapidly growing 
fortune. She also kept a good 
many of her personal effects 
there, some furniture and trunks, i 
She even brought down an old 
carriage and one of the inner of- 
fices of the bank was cleared out 
to make room for it. Later, to 
make it less bulky, bank officials 
prevailed upon her to remove the 
wheels. 

No effort wax too great for 
Hetty Oreen to save a penny. 
There was nothing beneath her 
dignity where money was involv- 
ed.— Milwakee Journal.

As a matter of fact, horses no 
longer belong on city streets. It 
is true that the gas engine has 
not yet been devised which can 
learn the milk route by heart, 
stopping and starting at the right 
places, needing only an occasional 
word of direction and touch on 
the reins, as a horse familiar with 
the Job does. Still, work horses 
seem better off when their labor 
is confined to the farm, and their 
more ornamental cousins are well 
saved from the streets for racing, 
riding, polo playing and other 
leisure time pursuits. — Cumber- 
land Times.

The state department of educa- 
tion has recently introduced two 
innovations into our educational 
system. 

In the past, teachers have 
seemed to be of the opinion that 
it was their duty to "flunk" a cer- 
tain percentage of the class. Un- 
der the new rule emphasis will 
be transferred from "flunking'' to 
passing. 

This Is Just as it should be. 

The teacher's duty is to teach 
and subsequently to pass the 
student. The new system is de- 
signed to cause a feeling among 
teachers that they themselves 
have failed if their pupils do not 
advance. As a result of the 
changing attitude, the criterion of 
efficiency is no longer how many 
students are "flunked" by a 
school, but how many are success- 
ful to learning. 

The second Innovation is the 
elimination, or at least partial 
elimination, of home work. Phy- 
sical conditions, it is pointed out, 
are generally more satisfactory for 
study in the school than to the 
home; likewise the quantity of 
study supervision is more even. 

These two new policies would 
seem to make for happiness and 
satisfaction for all parties con- 
cerned. 'At any rate it is good 
news for the students. — Win- 
chester Evening Star.

It was in 1013 that Anderson 
turned his back on a flourishing 
paint business in Camden^Shio, 
where he was born, to try his 
hand at writing. His first novel 
"Windy McPherson's Son" was 
published with success three years 
later. Other books followed rapid- 
ly including, "Marching Men," one 
of the first American novels about 
the labor movement: "Mid- Amer- 
ican Chants," a collection of prose 
poems and his most notable book 
of short stories, "Winesburg. 
Ohio." There followed YMany 
Marriages," the book \vhich\stir- 
red the most controversy,, and "A 
Story-Teller's Story," an imagina- 
tive account of his family's life. 
"Dark Laughter" was his biggest 
commercial success. His books 
have been widely translated into 
Swedish, Danish, French, German 
and Russian. 

Anderson will emerge from his 
mountain cabin, going to New 
York today where he will speak 
from the Columbia Broadcasting 
Studios as a guest star, on the 
"Heinz Magazine of the Air" at 
11 a. m. and on a rebroadcast to 
the Pacific coast at 3 p.-m. Talk- 
ing on the "Adventures of a 
Writer" Anderson will tell listen- 
ers his methods of gathering story 
material. 

A writer can never tell what 
will set him off on a new trail," 
Anderson said, "for instance, some 
time ago Henry Morganthau, our 
Secretary of the Treasury asked 
me to attend a rum-runners trial 
in a Virginia mountain county. I 
wrote a magazine story but wasn't 
satisfied; certain figures I had 
seen haunted me. They were like 
people standing before my house 
shouting for me to tell their real 
story, and that's how "Kit Bran- 
don" was born, a novel 1 am pub- 
lishing this month. Sometimes I 
wish I could live three hundred 
years; there are enough stories 
packed away in me now to keep 
me writing at least that long."

We people of the civilized world 
have taken an amazingly long 
time to transfer to the figures of 
science some of the interest and 
enthusiasm which we were wont 
to accord our leading masters of 
mass destruction. The slowly won 
discovery that the efforts of men 
who devote themselves to the 
well-being of mankind are, upon 
the whole, more Interesting, excit- 
ing and instructive than the ef- 
forts of those who concern them- 
selves with annihilation has 
Wrought about a significant 
change in the contents of our best 
seller lists, with medicine and 
especially medical research lead- 
ing the field. 

Characteristic of the newer type 
of popular book and popular sub- 
ject is "An American Doctor's 
Odyssey," an autobiographical 
work by Dr. Victor Helser. The 
choice of title is a happy one. We 
have here, indeed, an account of 
the travels of a modern and 
courageous Ulysses— of a single- 
handed crusade against the filth 
which follows upon ignorance and 
the disease which follows upon 
filth. For Dr. Heiser made a 
thirty year circuit of the tropics 
from Australia to Ethiopia, and 
left behind him a trail of substan- 
tial decreases in death rates and 
in human misery. 

If for no other reason, this book 
would be of interest as an account 
of an attitude unique both in its 
intensity and its tolerance. The 
author clung to one abiding pas- 
sion—the application of mode 
medical knowledge to the preven 
tion of disease. He became en 
amoured of the logical, if appar- 
ently difficult, idea that maladies 
for which a preventative existed 
should not be allowed to range 
unchecked through a majority of 
the world's population. Therefore, 
he spent a good portion of a life- 
time in arguing with Siamese 
princelings, forcing the eyes of 
sceptical Headhunters to the 
oculars of miscroscopes, superin- 
tending the construction of leper 
colonies and arranging for the 
adoption of children born within 
them, drafting laws for the con- 
trol of patent medicine frauds, 
and seeking out locations which 
might appeal to colonies of plague- 
bearing rats. 

More interesting than all of his 
adventures in the romantic spots 
of the globe, however, is the fact 
that 1%. Helser was ever able to 
temper his zeal with understand- 
ing and a sense of humor. He 
realized, as few in his place would 
have realized, that It was difficult 
for the primitives to grasp the 
idea that the very substances 
which were closest to them— the 
earth upon which they stood, the 
water which they drank and the 
air which they breathed, and 
which carried the only slightly 
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troublesome mosquito— were their 
deadliest enemies. Carefully plac- 
ing his arguments on the plane 
of thought to which his listeners 
were limited, he employed persua- 
sion instead of force. When a 
Headhunter chieftain intimated 
that a sissy of a white man might 
be killed by an animal tiny as an 
ameba but that a fine, strong 
chief was a shade tougher, the 
amiable doctor laughed and ad- 
mitted a temporary and unhyster- 
Ical defeat. Dr. Heiser never al- 
lowed his ambition to defeat his 
purpose, nor his purpose to rob 
him of a wise and delightful en- 
joyment of the world and of its 
people. 

This Is a completely satisfying 
book because (one is inclined to 
believe) it recounts the story of a 
great victory in that unchanging 
straggle of the individual man to 
make personal ambition compat- 
ible with social welfare, to per- 
form a useful task well and yet 
retain the time and the inclina- 
tion to live In the world of men. 
The author, Intent upon saving 
human life in the mass, was still 
able to regard his primitives as 
something other than guinea pigs. 
He devoted his life to applied 
science and yet maintained a re- 
spect and understanding of the 
problems of the pure scientist. He 
enjoyed his travels not only be- 
cause they provided opportunities 
for his work, but because he al- 
lowed himself to be affected per- 
sonally and humanly, by the peo- 
ples and lands about him. In short 
his odyssey was useful both to his 
subjects and to himself. 

For this reason the author's 
profession should not be over-em- 
phasized in a discussion of his 
book. Although its unfailingly ob- 
jective viewpoint forbids classifi- 
cation of the work as an auto- 
biography, it is a very real and 
very delightful collection of well- 
ordered reminiscences. One can- 
not conceal his admiration for a 
man who, with unfailing good 
humor and wisdom, has seen and 
done so much, and who now goes 
forward, with clear and striking 
prose to conquer new fields.

Now for the fillings to spread 
on the necessary school sand- 
wiches and a few rules for suc- 
cessful sandwiching of breads. 

Whatever ingredients are used, 
always select them for flavor — 
they just must have an appetizing 
appeal. In selecting the bread use 
white, brown, rye, whole wheat, 
home or commercially made. Be 
cautious in using crackers, bis- 
cuits, rolls or buns — these are not 
generally desirable. Bread should 
be twenty-four hours old if it is 
to be cut at home— the thickness 
of the slice is determined by the 
type of sandwich to be made. The 
crusts may or may not be re- 
moved. However, if children will 
accept the crusts they give more 
exercise to the teeth and gums 
which is frequently overlooked. 
Soft butter should be spread 
evenly on each piece of bread for 
two reasons, first because it is a 
dairy product and covers growing 
needs and second it prevents 
moist fillings from soaking the 
bread to make it soggy. 

Fillings come in many shapes, 
combinations and flavors— they 
are the direct result of good 
motherly imaginations — However, 
we find our imaginations lagging 
behind quite too frequently when 
it comes to interesting the school 
child in what might be in the bot- 
tom of his paper bag at the noon 
hour. Have you ever packed a 
duplicate lunch for yourself at the 
time you packed the others in 
the morning and then what's 
more important, have you ever 
eaten that same lunch in the mid- 
dle of the day without making ad- 
ditions or alterations? Try it next 
week as an experiment and it will 
give you your best pointers on 
changes for small John's "poke 
lunch"— 

Because we know you'll be in- 
terested, here are some filling sug- 
gestions to be clipped out and 
placed in a convenient spot for 
reference. 

1. Minced crisp bacon, chopped 
hard cooked egg moistened with 
salad dressing. 

2. \\ c. each of chopped nuts, 
coconut and raisins moistened 
with salad dressing. 

3. 4 hard cooked eggs — 2 
minced sweet pickles— salt, pepper 
and salad dressing to moisten. 

4. Mash baked beans— add 
finely chopped pickle to taste and 
moisten with salad dressing. 

5. Sliced bananas or minced 



crisp bacon placed on bread 
spread with peanut butter. 

6. Combine equal volumes of 
current jelly and banana pulp — 
Beat thoroughly— Spread on rye 
bread. 

7. Mash canned corned beef and 
blend with pickle relish or use just 
plain corned beef. 

There are some very nice ways 
of changing the entire contents 
of that "poke." It really is very 
little trouble to plan the follow- 
ing— 

1. Ham Rolls— Buttered Biscuits 
—Cup of Apricot Tapioca and 
Cookies. 

2. Cinnamon apple slices spread 
with cream cheese — Buttered 
Graham Crackers— Salted Pea- 
nuts—Orange. 

3. Nutbread and Butter sand- 
wich — Cup of Apple Salad — 
Square of Cheese— Doughnut. 

Whatever the sandwich might 
be. have it securely wrapped in 
heavy waxed paper to keep it 
fresh. Plan on at least 1 glass of 
milk to 'wash' the sandwiches 
down. 

Now that the children are on 
their way to school it would be 
wise to check over the pantry 
stores and consider your Fall 
Pickles and Relishes — So next 
week this column will be pantry 
minded.

figure of $175,237.22 of last year 
to $163,209.12, a net increase In 
delinquent collections of $12,- 
028.10. A careful study of the ex- 
hibits presented in the auditor's 
report discloses that all of the 
county's various funds appear to 
be in sound financial condition, 
showing substantial surplus bal- 
ances as of the close of the year 
under review. 

" Operating 'expenses per capita 
Increased from $13.56 in 1935 to 
$14.45 during the current year, oc- 
casioned chiefly by increases in 
the costs of school administration, 
school debt service, public health, 
public welfare and the adminis- 
tration of justice. Pull details re- 
garding the cost of government 
per capita and per tax dollar are 
found in an accompanying chart 
comparing expenditures of this 
and the past year. 

At the close of the current fiscal 
year, a balance of $182,393.71 in 
cash was reported by the trea- 
surer, reflected in the Increases in 
operating and debt funds, as al- 
ready explained, to constitute a 
substantial balance of almost 
$20,000 above the cash on hand 
at the close of the former fiscal 
year. To offset this increase in 
receipts there is noted an increase 
in the expenses of county govern- 
ment of $11,926.33 over the pre- 
ceding year^nd an increase of 
$2,800 in debt redemption funds.

The two leading states, in 1934, 
in commercial acreage of snap 
beans were Florida with 62,592 
acres and North Carolina with 
22,009 acres; of cabbages, New 
York with 48,258 acres and Texas 
with 38,853 acres; of corn for 
table use, Illinois with 68,729 acres 
and Ohio with 49,724 acres; of 
tomatoes, Indiana with 78,797 
acres and California with 65.593 
acres; of watermelons, Texas with 
84,008 acres and Georgia with 83,- 
204 acres; and of all other vege- 
tables, California with 343,771 
acres and Texas with 166,014 
acres. 

Virginia, according to the re- 
port, in 1934 harvested 14,994 
acres of snap beans on 8,637 
farms; 9,968 acres of cabbages on 
6,083 farms; 5,558 acres of sweet 
corn on 4,752 farms; 28,556 acres 
of tomatoes on 13,749 farms; 7, 
892 acres of watermelons on 4,929 
farms, and 30,574 acres of all 
other vegetables exclusive of Irish 
and sweet potatoes on 10,166 
farms. 

Farm Gardens Studied 
In 1934, gardens which actually 
produced some vegetables, other 
than Irish and sweet potatoes, for 
use on the farms where grown 
were reported on 4,681,736 farms, 
or on 68.7 per cent of all farms, 
and the value of such home pro- 
duce amounted to $137,029,114, or 
about $29 per farm reporting such 
production. In 1929 a value for 
farm garden produce for home 
use was reported on 4,360,652 
farms, or 69.3 of all farms, and 
the average value per farms re- 
porting farm gardens for 1934 
over 1929 may be' attributed to an 
attempt on the part of the farm 
residents to produce more of their 
living and to an increase in the 
number of farms in subsistence 
and part-time farming areas, 
whereas the decline in the per- 
centage of all farms reporting 
farm gardens came about through 
a total failure of gardens to pro- 
duce in those areas seriously af- 
fected by the drought of 1934. 

The value of farm garden vege- 
tables grown in Virginia for home 
use, exclusive of Irish and sweet 
potatoes, was established at $7,- 
752,316 for the 171,554 farms re- 
porting, or an average of $45.20 
per farm.

Business generally throughout 
the country moved ahead during 
week, according to reports to 
Department of Commerce 
from key cities. There were, how- 
ever, some bad spots. Lack of 
crisp weather in a few cities de- 
layed fall buying and put the 
brakes on retail trade to a marked 
degree. Labor troubles proved an- 
other adverse factor in Minne- 
apolis and along the Pacific Coast. 
In the latter region there was pro- 
nounced nervousness in business 
circles over the possibility of an- 
other waterfront strike. 

Por the most part, however, re- 
tail trade moved along in goodly 
fashion showing added momen- 
tum from the previous week and 
a sizable increase in turnover as 
compared with the same period 
last year. Wholesale trade gen- 
erally was buoyant. In sections 
where summer weather lingered 
into late September there was a 
brisk business in fill-ins .while 
fan buying and a smattering of 
holiday trade were in evidence 
generally. * s - x " 

Encouraging Reports 

Reports from Florida indicated 
that the ensuing fall and winter 
season would show a pronounced 
Improvement over last year. In- 
quiries to transportation com- 
panies, it was said, showed pos- 
sibilities of a 25% gain. During 
the week construction in Miami 
passed the $20,000,000 mark for 
the year. The business index for 
Southern California reached a 
new high of 92.4 compared with 
71.41 last year. Memphis reported 
record crowds attending all fairs 
throughout that territory. A total 
of 118 Southern pine mills report- 
ed 16% Increase in orders over 
last year. Overnight air mail and 
passenger services between Char- 
leston and Los Angeles were in-" 
augurated during the week. New 
England manufacturers of print 
cloth reported that as far as un- 
filled orders are concerned, mills 
are probably in strongest position 
of last several years and operating 
schedules are exceptionally active. 

Dallas reported that oil well 
drilling permits issued during the 
week ended September 18 totaled 
881, the largest number approved 
In a single week since the Rail- 
road Commission assumed admin- 
istration of the oil and gas law in 
1910. Philadelphia reported some 
Improvement in silk lines but 
woolens and worsted industry 
were somewhat less favorable. 
Foundries, machine shops and 
paint and electric appliance plants 
In the same city, however, were 
undergoing renewed activity in 
automobile business as the 1937 
models were pushed ahead. Char- 
leston reported the shipment of, 
2,019 tierces of tobacco, the first 
tobacco expprt activity of con- 
sequence in three years.

TIME and again novices forget the 
old rule that says that you should 
have the sun over your shoulder 
when you take pictures, and suffer 
the penalty of a sun struck negative. 
They see something "pretty" and ex- 
citedly shoot at It regardless of the 
fact that Old Sol may be glaring di- 
rectly Into the eye of the camera. 

It's a good rule not to forget, but 
It does not mean that pictures can 
never be taken with the sun in front 
of the lens. Indeed, considering the 
number of sun-in front pictures that 
are being hung in salons these days 
as examples of artistic achievement 
in photography. It would seem as if 
the rule is being broken oftener than 
it is observed. 

But, before you try for such pic- 
tures deliberately, be sure you have 
acquired good Judgment in the use of 
stop openings and shutter speeds, 
because light aadshadow conditions 
with the sun mfront are decidedly 
different from those when the sun 
is behind you. 

In all such pictures it is absolute- 
ly essential that the camera lens be 
shielded from the direct rays of the 
sun, else "lens flare" on the negative 
is sure to result. This can be done 
with a hat or other object or by 
jockeying around for a position In 
which a tree or other lofty screen 
places the sun in eclipse. Or you may 
add a lens hood to your camera ac- 
cessories. 

Some of the most artistic sun-in- 
front pictures are made with the 
snn'n rays striking the subject 



slightly from behind, that is, coming 
from' -the right-hand or left-hand 
side, but strikingly beautiful effects 
may be achieved with the sun al- 
most directly in front. The resulting 
"high backlighting" seems to sur- 
round the subject with a glamorous 
Vadiance. Often, sunlight striking 
the blowing hu'r of a child or girl 
from behind gives a lovely halo-like 
effect. 

Remember when you prepare your 
camera for the picture that, with 
most of the light behind the subject, 
features of faces and the identifying 
details of whatever (he subject may 
be, will be mostly in shadow, and 
often deep shadow. Consequently a 
large stop opening and .longer ex- 
posure will usually be needed. 

It is by shooting withyfthe sun (or 
brightest part of sky) m front of the 
lens that outdoor silhouettes are 
made. These pictures can be of fasci- 
nating interest and perhaps are less 
difficult to take than those in which 
you need detail in the shadow parts. 
The sun need not be shining bril- 
liantly. Use a fairly small stop open- 
ing for clear-cut outlines and elim- 
ination of detail on the side of the 
subject toward the camera; then 
make a snapshot exposure. Let your 
subjects be outlined against the sky 
on a ridge, a hill or sand dune, with 
the sun or strong light behind them, 
or have them between yon and the 
sua on the veranda of your home or 
hotel. Be absolutely certain before 
you click your shutter that the sun's 
rays are masked from the lens.

Hauling the 12-car Rexall Train 
is a gigantic 350-ton locomotive 
its streamlining specially design- 
ed by the New York Central rail- 
road. This engine is pulling the 
train on its 29,000-mile journey 
without relief, an unprecedented 
record in railroad annals.

DOG MART PLANS 
ARE ANNOUNCED 



Revival of Ancient Custom in 
Fredericksburg to Attract 
Many Visitors. 



Fredericksburg will literally go 
to the dogs on October 8, when 
the 1936 Dog Mart is staged there 
in the City Park. Mayor W. Mar- 
shall King, who is acting as chair- 
man of the event, stated that 
plans were well under way and it 
is expected that this year's Mart 
will attract the largest number of 
dog lovers, since the revival of this 
ancient custom. . ' 

The Fredericksburg Dog Mart, 
which was originated in 1698, is 
the only institution of its kind in 
the world. From the time of its 
inception until -W76 the settlers 
and the Indians met annually and 
laid aside their arms for one day 
for the purpose of buying, selling 
and trading dogs. At the outbreak 
of the war in 1776 the custom was 
discontinued and was not revived 
until 1927. Since that time it 
has been an annual event in this 



historic city. 

Nathaniel Bacon Kinsey, the 
city's famous auctioneer, will cry 
the sales and the Mart will be 
open, without charge, to any dog 
from the lowest cur to the purest 
bred. There will be mutts, hounds, 
setters, pointers, fuzzy dogs, slick 
dogs; in fact, any kind or type 
of dog may be purchased at the 
Dog Mart. 

The Mart will open with a 
bench show in which the dogs will 
be arranged in two general 
classes; hunting and pet dogs. 
Ribbons will be awarded the best 
dog of each of the various classA 
ifications^ and trophies, will be \ 
awarded the outstanding dog of 
each of the general classes. The 
show and judging will take up the 
entire morning and immediately 
after lunch the auctioneering will 
begin and will continue until all 
dogs are sold. 

The 1935 Mart attracted nation- 
wide attention and some dogs sold 
for as much as two hundred dol- 
lars, while others brought only ten 
cents. Officials in charge of this 
year's Mart stateQ that from all 
indications more dogs will be 
registered this year than ever be- 
fore as a number of registrations 
have already been received and 



that inquiries are pouring in every 
day. Mayor King has requested 
that all dogs be registered as far 
in advance of the Mart as 
stole.

Princess Anne county has noti- 
fied the Norfolk Hospital Associa- 
tion that* it no longer will be re- 
sponsible for the care of indigent 
patients sent to the cooperating 
agencies from Virginia Beach, the 
association's secretary stated in a 
communication read at the meet- 
ing. Because of this condition, 
the letter continued, Virginia 
Beach was requested to authorize 
the hospitals to accept such in- 
digent patients as were sent by 
proper authorities from the Beach 
community and to approve the 
hospital bills for same at the rate 
of $1.50 per patient day. 

Comity Held Responsible 

When questioned as to the pro- 
priety of such a move on the part 
of the county board of supervisors, 
Town Attorney Willard Ashburn 
held that since the hospitalization 
costs were taken from the general 
county fund, to which the Town 
contributes, the responsibility for 
all such bills contracted rested 
with the county and not with the 
town.

Argument on Restraining 
Order Set for November 6 
Before Judge White. 



An injunction order restraining 
Mrs. Agnes S. Barco and the 
other newly-elected officers of the 
Virginia Beach Ice Delivery Com- 
pany from exercising their powers 
and prerogatives as officers of the 
(company during the thirty-day 
period expiring November, 6 was 
granted yesterday morning to 
Russell Land, deposed president, 
Judge r. B. Spindle, of the 
Norfolk court. Mr. Land sought 
the injunction after the change 
in officials was made at a meet- 
ing of the stockholders called on 
Monday afternoon. 

In his plea for the restraining 
order, presented to the court by 
Willard Ashburn, attorney for Mr. 
Land, the following information 
was set forth: 

Stockholders Listed 

Of the 660 shares of Virginia 
Beach Ice Delivery Company's 
stock outstanding, 190.7 shares are 
owned individually by Russell 
Land, Mrs. Agnes S. Barco, wife 
of the late Charles E. Barco, 
Charles E. Barco, Jr., and Robert 
Barco, the latter two children of 
Mrs. Barco and the late Mayor 
Barco. Smaller amounts are own- 
ed by B. B. Lindsley, L. P. Lind- 
aley, Kenneth Lindsley and H. J. 
Flanagan. 

At the time of Mr. Barco's 
death, according to Mr. Land's 
plea, Mrs. Barco signed an agree- 
ment with Mr. Land and the Vir- 
ginia Beach Ice Delivery Company 
not to interfere with the manage- 
ment of the company for a period 
of five years. Little more than a 
year has passed since the agree- 
ment was recorded. At the time 
of Mr. Barco's death, Mr. Land 
assumed the presidency of the 
company, having served as gen- 
ii manager for the five years 
previous. 



Virginia's autumn travel season

Opening Without Formality 

The Skyline Drive opening was 
without formality, both entrances 
to the road being unblocked and 
the visitors allowed to proceed 
along its development.

The gale which reached a maxi- 
mum velocity of 75 miles per hour 
on the morning of September 18 
set a new record for the month 
over a period of 62 years, statis- 
tics carefully compiled by the 
weather bureau revealed. Not 
since the first "beginning of daily 
weather statistic^ in 1874 has such 
a blow been recorded for-Septem- 
ber. and the 

very highest/ registered during 
that entire period. 

The mean temperature for the 



thirty days of September was 
established at 74 degrees, 2.2 de- 
grees higher than the normal for 
the past 63 years. The highest 
thermometer reading occurred on 
the 12th, when 93 degrees were 
registered, with the lowest read- 
ing established on September 1 
with a minimum of 50 degrees. 
Mean temperature during the hur- 
ricane was established at 73 de- 
grees for the two-day blow. 

Rainfall Increases 

A total of 4.52 inches of rain 
fell during the month to break 
the long drought of past months. 
Of this total, 3.78 inches accom- 
panied the hurricane, proving the 
old adage that it is an in wind 
that blows nobody good. Although 
considerable damage was done by 
the wind to trees and crops, the 
rainfall proved a boon to growers 
of late fall truck products. 

The prevailing direction of the 
wind for September was from the 
east, with a total movement of 
9.340 miles, averaging an . hourly 
velocity of 13 miles. Oales, in ad- 
dition to those of the 17th and 
18th. were reported on September 
24 and 25.

PROMPT ACTION NECESSARY 



Although, as was pointed out in 
these columns last week, it is 
highly desirable, if not absolutely 
necessary as a property-preserving 
move, to take immediate steps 
looking to the creation of a per- 
manent drainage system for that 
residential section of the county 
which lies north of the corporate 
limits of Virginia Beach, the fore- 
most problem of the day concerns 
A greater present need — the drain- 
age of the stagnant water which 
still lies In that area. 

So long as the water remains it 
is a problem of gravest importance 
to the public health of that im- 
mediate vicinity and to Virginia 
Beach as well. Epidemics of seri- 
ous importance have been caused 
by leas potential disease-breeding 
grounds than these, and unless 
prompt steps are taken to drain — 
and drain completely— each and 
every lot now under water there 
Is no means of determining what 
might result. 

The residents of the affected 
area have given every indication 
of their willingness to cooperate 
with all responsible governmental 
authorities in cleaning up the pro- 
Mem, but we are inclined to the 
opinion that the county must as- 
sume full responsibility for the 
elimination of the situation that 
has developed. A substantial tax 
revenue is obtained from this sec- 
tion, yet no improvements have 
been made under county sponsor - 
abip with the single exception of 
the establishment of a garbage 
collection system. It is the coun- 
ty's problem, and the county must 
assume it. * 

Haphazard ditching and spor- 
adic attempts at draining such 
as were made by the WPA labor 
that since was removed from the 
project did some good, but the 
problem is of such importance as 
to demand the services of a com- 
petent engineer to determine just 
what steps must be taken to clear 
up the situation as rapidly as 
possible. After all, the storm is 
three weeks in the past, and this 
is a rather late date to begin dis- 
cussing preliminary drainage 
plans. 

F. W. Dunn, who spoke for the 
WPA district office at the meet- 
ing of interested citizens held 
Wednesday night, said that the 
WPA labor had been removed 
from the job -because a "state of 
emergency" no longer exists. We, 
with spokesmen at the meeting, 
take exception to that observation, 
pointing out that the danger of 
an epidemic carries with it a 
greater responsibility on the part 
of all agencies able to assist in 
this project than the mere drain- 
tog of the roadway itself. Wading 
through several feet of water may 
be inconvenient and a nuisance, 
but the Irreparable damage that 
could follow in the wake of an 
epidemic quite dwarfs the former 
to Importance. 

Those who have given close 
thought to the problem presented 
by the inadequate drainage sys- 
tem realise full well the dangers 
which today exist. It Is their aha 
to> acquaint those in positions of 
responsibility with these very real

a statement of your position and 
a defense (if there is any) of your 
actions. 

Early in this year, after a 
month or more of stalling and 
with very little grace or enthus- 
iasm, you voted unanimously to 
accept the program of the Nor- 
folk Hospital Association and to 
pay to that agency the sum of 
$1.50 per patient day for each 
patient treated from Princess 
Anne county who was unable to 
bear the cost of such treatment. 
Authority to certify local indigent 
for hospitalization was given to 
the county nurse, the physicians 
practicing in the county and, for 
some reason entirely beyond our 
comprehension, the members of 
your board, with the further pro- 
viso that the contract so in- 
augurated should continue in 
force until January 1, 1937. 

Later, after giving every evi- 
dence of discontent with the exist- 
ing setup, such certification au- 
thority was vested solely in your 
own entirely inexperienced hands, 
save for those cases of a bona fide 
emergency nature. Your action, 
if not your words, spoke eloquent- 
ly of a distrust of local physicians, 
for why else should you take unto 
yourselves the sole authority to 
pass upon the merits of the cases 
seeking hospitalization?

government to those who cannot 
pay, regardless of their politics or 
the way they vote in local elec- 
tions. Not until a properly func- 
tioning department of public wel- 
fare is created here — a step you 
have consistently refused tq take 
for reasons best known to your- 
selves — can we hope for a proper 
adjudication of the individual's 
ability to pay his bills, and until 
you are willing to take such a step 
you must be prepared to pay the 
bills incurred by those who class- 
ify themselves as indigent. 

The charge of playing politics 
with human misery has been 
levelled at elected officials so fre- 
quently in past years that we

trouble to say they were local 
in character with the exception of 
the income tax and the excess 
profits tax. It is probable that a 
majority of those who heard him 
came away believing that the price 
of the bread they ate reflected the 
burden imposed by fifty-eight , 
Federal taxes.

All the taxes on 
bread are municipal or State. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Landon, to 
one of his first speeches which he 
made in the Bast, devoted much 
of his address to '"■"wing these 
fifty-eight taxes upon a loaf of 
bread and never once took the 



Governor London's dramatic in- 
vasion of Maine has revised the 
hoary but erroneous tradition 
that "As goes Maine, so goes the 
Nation." The only truth in that 
aphorism is that Maine is normal- 
ly Republican, and that the Re- 
publicans have won more elec. 
tions than the Democrats in the 
last half century. 

To go back only to the last 
Presidential election in 1932, it 
may be recalled that Maine went 
for Hoover by 37,724 votes, but to 
that election only five other states 
went for Hoover. The Hoover 
electoral vote, including Maine, 
was 59; the Roosevelt electoral 
vote 472. The Nation didn't go as 
Maine went. And in 1916 when 
Woodrow Wilson was reelected on 
the Democratic ticket, Maine went 
Republican. Maine did go Demo- 
cratic in the first Wilson election 
in 1912, the Republican vote be-^^ 
ing split between Theodore Roose- 
velt and Taft. Wilson got only 
about 40 per cent of Maine's 
popular vote. 

Miane's peculiarity is due to its 
election system. Every other State 
in the Union now conforms to the 
date of the Presidential election 
in November for choice of its 
members of Congress. Maine still 
elects its Congressmen on the 
second Monday in September, at 
the same time it elects its Gover- 
nor and Legislature. Monday's; 
election in Maine is not a pri- 
mary—it is a general election, to 
which Maine's three members of 
the House of Representatives are 
to be chosen, along with a num- 
ber of State officers. Maine votes 
again on November 3 for Presi- 
dential electors. 

The Maine system of mixing its 
Congressional and State elections 
is in curious contrast with the 
plan adopted by the Virginia Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1901, 
which went to great lengths to 
separate National and State elec- 
tions. In Virginia, we vote for 
President and Congressmen to 
even years; for Governor and ' 
State legislators in odd years, 
thus having an election ever*. 

And we further sep- 
arate municipal from State and 
national affairs by having a Juno 
election for Mayor and members

On Virginia farms "where crops 
have been rotated over a period 
of years very little topsoil has 
been lost and no ugly gullies mar 
the fields, according to Lyman 
Carrier, state coordinator of the 
Soil Conservation Service, and 
the Virginia Extension Service. 
Corn, cotton, and tobacco remove 
large quantities of plant food from 
the soil, and return very little 
when harvested, Mr. Carrier says. 

Crop rotation, on the other 
hand, provides that these erosion- 
inducing crops occupy land only 
once in 3 or 4 years. Usually small 
grain follows. The grain crop is 
followed in tum by grass or 
legumes. Organic matter of humus 
content in the soil is maintained 
in this way, he points out, and 
erosion prevented by the crop re- 
sidues.' s *' 

R o ta tio n AMs Conservation 

A good system of crop rotation 
tends to keep the land covered 
with close-growing crops or grass 
sod a large part of the time. These 
crops slow down the run-off and 
allow most of the water to sink 
into the soil where it can be used 
by plants during periods of little 
rainfall. Soil in the water is sifted 
out and left on the fields instead 
of being carried to the creeks and 
lowlands. 

Good rotations contain at least 
one legume. Through bacterial 
action, these crops take nitrogen 
from the air, and deposit it in the 
soil. Nitrogen content is thus 
maintained and increased with 
Uttle or no expense. 

Bright tobacco, however, will 
not fit into a rotation in which a 
legume is used. Small grain fol- 
lowed by red top for two years is 
probably the best rotation with 
tobacco, says Mr. Carrier. This 
gives the maximum winter cover- 
age. „ Red top makes a heavy sod, 
but adds very little to the plant- 
food content of the soil.

(Editor's Note— This is question 
seven of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News.) 

Will the purchase of good land 
and the setting up of communities 
and homes on this land establish 
federal islands which are exempt 
from local taxation. 

Answer: 

Rural Resettlement projects are 
necessarily withdrawn from local 
taxation while the land involved 
in the project areas is being as- 
sembled and during the construc- 
tion of the project. Expenditures 
for construction and labor which 
are made during this period more 
than compensate the community 
for any temporary decrease in tax 
receipts. The project property 
again becomes taxable when the 
families have moved into their 
new homesteads, and when con- 
veyance of the project has been 
made by the federal government 
to an incorporated association of 
the homesteaders. The improve- 
ments brought about by the con- 
struction of Resettlement projects 
allow the project properties to be 
assessed at a higher value than 
that obtained prior to the im- 
provements. Taxes are paid in a 
lump sum by the corporations, the 
corporations In turn collecting the 
taxes in monthly installments 
from the homesteaders. The in- 
crease in the tax base, will tend to 
balance any Increase in the cost 
of local services. 

The available evidence would 
indicate that the effect of reset- 
tlement communities on real 
estate values is very favorable. On 
a project in California all land 
surrounding the project has been 
acquired by real estate developers 
and offered for sale in one acre 
plots at twice the cost paid by 
the government for the land de- 
voted to the project. 

Land adjoining a project in 
Washington now commands two 
and one-half times the price at 
which the government secured its 
holdings.

BOOKS TO OWN 



SAINT JOAN OF ARC 
By V. SackviUe-West 

Doubleday, Doran. 395 pp. $3.00

She was born a peasant: she 
was burned as a witch; then, more 
than five hundred yeajs after her 
death she was made a saint. As 
the Secretary of the King of Eng- 
land stood in the market place of 
Rouen in May, 1431 and watched 
the flames clutch the figure of the 
young girl, he uttered that terri- 
fied cry, "We are lost; we have 
burnt a saint!" whose prediction 
was realized long after in May, 
1920 when Pope Benedict XV 
canonized her Saint Joan' of Arc. 

One of the great figures of the 
Western world, she has defied the 
efforts of man as did Hamlet to 
"pluck out the heart of her mys- 
tery." In the early spring of 1429 
there was no one alive in Europe 
who could remember when the 
English had not been in continued 
battle against the French. Yet 
within a space of six months this 
seventeen-year-old peasant girl 
arrested and decisively changed 
the course of the almost hundred 
years long war. No wonder she 
has exercised the imagination of 
man from that day to this. Shake- 
speare, Schiller, and Shaw— among 
a host of others — have sought to 
capture her secret, but she still 
remains the marvelous saint who 
saved France. 

In her new biography, "Saint 
Joan of Arc," Miss V. Sackville- 
West has cut away the jungle of 
myth and hearsay which has been 
growing up about the figure of 
Joan for five hundred years and 
has sought to present the truth 
about the peasant girl, such as it. 
can be ascertained. At the same 
time she has avoided the over- 
weening fault of the modern psy- 
chological biographer— an intense 
subjectivity; she has striven to 
picture Saint Joan from a detach- 
ed point of view whose chief in- 
terest is the reality of character. 

In addition, to this biography 
Miss Sack vi lie- West contributes a 
scholarly method which results in 
a thoroughly documented, reliable 
book, and a wisdom of insight 
that brings Joan of Arc alive 
through careful, penetrating in- 
terpretation. Concerning neither 
Joan's character nor her visions 
does Miss SackviUe-West hold a 
thesis or defend a theory. She 
presents the objective facts clear- 
ly, she indicates her own interest- 
ing conclusions, but she insists on 
nothing. As a result she" has writ- 
ten a mature, wise, important bio- 
graphy which combines the best 
of the scholarly and interpretative 
methods. 

Of Joan's character the author 
has this to say: "She is the least 
sentimental of saints and the most 
practical— which perhaps explains 
why you will always find a fresh 
bunch of humble flowers laid be- 
fore the image of, say, Saint 
Therese of Usleux in any village 
church in France, whereas you 
win seldom find a similar bunch 



laid at the feet of Jeanne d'Arc. 
The roses and mignonette are not 
for her; only the laurels and the 
bays. She is a hard, not a soft 
saint. There is nothing of the 
poetic quality in her, as in Saint 
Francis. She is too heroic and 
bracing to appeal intimately to 
the average mind. She makes the 
mistake of being always something 
over life-size; something which, 
however much she may command 
admiration and respect, can never 
be loved in quite the same per- 
sonal way as the more human 
saints. Heroism may command 
the tributes of the populace, but 
sentimentality wins its heart. 
Jeanne never makes any appeal 
to sentimentality at all." 

That characterization in the 
clear, vigorous turn of its style, in 
its incisive grasp of Joan's per 
sonality, bears exceUent testimony 
to the biography as a whole. 

Pausing to survey briefly the 
troubled and complex political 
situation of the time, Miss Sack- 
viUe-West proceeds directly to the 
narrative of Joan's life. All the 
established facts are marshalled 
in perspicuous order as well as 
some possibly apocryphal citations 
which may, despite their lack of 
authenticity, throw light upon the 
saint. Miss Sackville- West's analy- 
sis of the trial, her description of 
the court proceedings and of 
Joan's burning at Rouen represent 
artistic writing of the first class. 
At the end of the biography Is ap- 
pended a chapter on Joan's visions 
and voices, which discusses that 
insoluble problem in sensitive, 
sympathetic manner. 

A fascinating book to read be- 
cause of its clarity and vividness, 
Saint Joan of Arc" by V. Sack- 
viUe-West represents the best in 
modern biographical trends. It is 
scholarly without losing sight of 
personality, interpretative and yet 
detached, and as such forms a 
significant contribution to the 
contemporary stream of life- 
writing. 



In her Austrian viUage, school- 
marm Paula Orogger disgusted 
her famUy and the neighbors be- 
cause she insisted on scribbling 
uselessly after school hours. But 
no one seems to have heard of the 
virtuous members of the tiny 
hamlet, while, with the 40th Ger- 
man edition of "The Door In the 
Orimming," Paula Orogger be- 
comes a literary find. Frankly, 
we don't know what to make of 
the strange thing of 19th century 
peasant life and folk-lore which 
is Fraulein Orogger's book. There 
is an eerie quality about the vil- 
lage and its overhanging moun- 
tain; there is something other- 
worldly about the celebrations, 
the superstitions, fears and tradi- 
tions. Unintegrated and episodic, 
yet the book has undeniable 
charm; exploring it is decidedly 
interesting. Incidentally, twenty 
professors have endorsed the book. 
Surely twenty professors can't be 
wrong. 

Charles Wertenbaker was born 
in the shadow of the Blue Ridge, 
and has lived a part of his life 
north of the Mason-Dixon line. 



Virginia and h*"*— *lf and his 
family he displays before the 
public in .a semi-autobiographical 
novel, "To My Father." The 
father. Dr. Chastian, follows his 
profession among people who can- 
not understand a Virginia way^of 
life, and whose ways he can un 
derstand no better; the mother 
remains loyal, but loving Virginia, 
in uncongenial surroundings; the 
boy Charles marries and tries to 
adjust his life to post-war civili- 
zation. That's aU, but it is sensi- 
tively done. We agree with the 
critics who say that Mr. Werten- 
baker, as a writer,, has reached 
maturity. 

The October Book-of-the- 
Month is "Green Margins," a 
novel by E. P. O'DonneU, who won 
a scholarship to write, lived on 
the Mississippi Delta tongue and 
wrote of the human flotsam and 
jetsam who dwell among its shift- 
ing islands and sands. (Sister, 
who got herself a baby, a husband 
and a philosophy is one of the ut- 
terly naive characters of nature 
or fiction.) The book has obvious 
flaws, but is a memorable record 
of an incredible spot on the map.

of city councils. 

Perhaps the fair way to guage 
Monday's Maine election for Con- 
gress is not whether it goes Re- 
publican or Democratic, but the 
extent to which it casts its m 
Republican vote. Paul W. Wi 
an independent political observer, 
writing in The Nation, says Maine 
should go Republican by 20,000 on 
Monday. If its Republican mar- 
gin is less than 10,000. Mr. Ward 
would construe that as in reality 
a Democratic augury. If it is as 
much as 25,000, it would indicate 
that there really is a Republican 
trend. 

In the 1934 Congressional elec- 
tion, generally a Democratic land- 
slide in the middle of President 
Roosevelt's term, Maine elected a 
Democratic Governor, and two 
Democratic Representatives to one 
Republican Representative. The 
Republicans retained a Senate 
seat by a small majority. Demo- 
crats were obviously in the as- 
cendency in Maine two years ago. 
But a statistical record shows that 
Republican candidates in Maine 
over many years have averaged at 
least 65 per cent of the vote. If 
Maine goes Republican by less 
than 65 per cent, it indicates no- 
thing more than a return to 
normal after two Democratic 
landslides.— Roanoke Times. 



The Norfolk and Western Rail- 
way authorized the expenditure of 
approximately $20,000,000 for ad- 
ditions and betterments to its 
facilities during the first seven 
months of this year, an increase 
of nearly 50 per cent more than 
was spent in the entire 12 months 
of 1935, according to figures re- 
leased by the raUroad. 

The N. & W. statement declared 
that the railroads are playing a 
"tremendous part in business. re- 
covery because they are the big- 
gest buyers in the nation and are 
pouring their increased revenues 
back into the channels of Amer- 
ican trade and commerce." 

The Norfolk and Western has 
carried on an extensive program 
of improvements during the year, 
including the purchase of 40,000 
tons of new heavy steel rail, the 
construction of 3,500 new coal and 
box cars and seven giant new 
freight locomotives, the air-con- 
ditioning and remodeling of 42 
passenger Coaches, and the pur 
chase of great quantities of ma- 
terials and supplies for mainten 
ance and operation. A large per 
cent of the new equipment is be 
ing built by the railway's me- 
chanical forces in its Roanoke 
Shops, including 1,500 coal cars, 
seven locomotives and the air- 
conditioning of {the 42 passenger 
cars. 

The Southern railroads, accord- 
ing to the N. Ac W., will spend 46 
per cent more this year than they 
did last year for additions and 
betterments. 

The Norfolk and Western de- 
clares the public can aid business 
recovery by "using railway ser- 
vice for every transportation need 
and by demanding a better break 
for the railroads." The statement 
concludes with the assertion: 
"T h e tremendous purchasing 
power of the railroads is a vital 
national asset. Preserve It."

the terms proposed by the Hos- 
pital Association, the following 
action was taken at a called meet- 
ing of the directors: 

1. To notify the hospitals* that 
Princess Anne county authorities 
have failed to accept our proposal 
and that therefore the hospitals 
were advised to accept no free 
cases from Princess Anne county 
other than bona fide emergency 
cases. v^- 

2. In the event of bona fide 
emergency cases", found to be un- 
able to pay their bills and legally 
the responsibility of the county, 
the hospitals were advised to bill 
the county authorities the full 
costs of care extended, and, if 
the authorities refuse to honor 
and pay such bills, to institute 
suit against the county to recover 
such costs. 

3. To give full publicity to the 
association's action and to notify 
certain lay people In Princess 
Anne county in order that public 
opinion may be aroused to per. 
suade the county^ authorities to 
take a more enlightened and more 
humanitarian attitude. 

Local Residents Contacted 

"On October 1," the letter ad- 
dressed to county residents stated, 
"we were informed by Mr. Hud- 
gins, County Clerk, that the coun- 
ty authorities took no action on 
our previous letter at their Sept- 
ember meeting. (This morning, 
apparently confirming this re- 
ported lack of action, we received 
a check from the county authori- 
ties, dated September 28, covering 
less than half of the August bill 
submitted for the care of Princess 
Anne county cases at the agreed 
rate.) The authorities again have 
refused to honor the bill submit- 
ted for over half of the cases to 
which care was extended. 

"It is not the desire of the Nor- 
folk Hospital; Association or of 
the Memorial General or St. Vin- 
cent's hospitals to deny hospital 
care to anyone needing that care. 
Nor is it their desire to persuade 
or attempt to force any person, 
group or official body to pay ex- 
orbitant rates for such services. 
Nor is it their intention to extend 
free service to anyone able to pay 
for the service rendered. 

"The amount asked of the Prin- 
cess Anne county authorities Is 
only $1.50 per patient day, much 
less than the actual cost of care, 
oik. South Norfolk and Nor. 
folk eounty are paying this rate 
and we are having no friction 
with these three official bodies as 
to the eligibility of persons for 
whose care bills are submitted. 

"In the case of Norfolk and 
South Norfolk, the Norfolk Com- 
munity Fund supplements the 
amount paid by the official bodies. 
However, the total amount of 
public payments and private con- 
tributions do not cover the full 
costs of care extended to Norfolk 
and South Norfolk cases. How 
j much greater, then, is the fin- 
ancial load assumed by the hos- 
pitals in Princess Anne county 
cases, even if the authorities pay 
the full $1.50 per patient day 
agreed upon. In Princess Anne 
county, the authorities have re- 
fused to pay over one-half of the 
bills submitted at this rate. 

"Only one course is open. That 
is to curtail services down to 
where Income meets expenses. 



'Since the Pr in cess Anne author- 
ities consistently and continuous- 
ly refuse to meet their responsi- 
1 bility to their poor sick, even on 
(the modest portion of costs asked 
for, we feel that we cannot in 
justice curtail service to people in 
other jurisdictions in order to ex- 
tend full free care to persons in 
that jurisdiction. 

"We sincerely trust that the 
people of Princess Anne county 
will take action to inform their 
officials that the people of the 
county are willing and desirous of 
meeting the responsibility ot their 
county for its indigent sick. The 
services of the Norfolk hospitals 
will gladly be extended to them 
whenever a financial arrangement 
is made which makes this pos- 
sible." * |

In New York City trade condi- 
tions were somewfiat spotty but 
to balance were substantially bet- 
ter than a year ago. Retail volume 
was higher though still lacking 
briskness. Machinery and ma- 
chine tool agencies in the same 
city reported excellent business. 
While much of this increase came 
from the automobile industry 
there was a vast variety of mis- 
cellaneous replacement business 
being booked daily. New York also 
reported that foreign concerns, 
particularly British, are placing 
heavy orders for equipment. Rail- 
road equipment concerns, it was 
revealed, are receiving a steady 
stream of parts business based on 
the need of full utilization of roll- 
ing stock.

fTOB troeble with a good many 
amateurs is that they never get 
beyond the stage of happy-go-lucky 
shutter clicking. They keep on mak- 
ing haphazard guesses at exposures 
notwithstanding the indistinct pic- 
tures that too often result. They 
would be surprised at what they 
could accomplish as a regular thing 
If they really knew Just what stop 
and shutter speed are needed with 
the type of camera tbey use for the 
existing light conditions each time 
they take a picture. 

To be sure, exposure is a bit of a 
bugaboo even to the most experi- 
enced, which is why so many "ad- 
vanced amateurs" use exposure, 
meters. But, if you are still a 
guesser, nothing prevents you from 
learning to be a good one. Here is a 
suggestion to hslp you lick the 
problem. 

Take the time some day soon to 
make aa experiment with different 
stops and, shutter speeds on tae 
tome two/set. Have a pad of paper 
with you on which you have writtea 
the date* time of day and light con- 
dltlons and the type of film. Then 
for every shot you make, put down 
the exposure data, Nos. 1, 2, S, 4, etc 
Make two series of experiments like 
this, first with a group of persons, 
then with a landscape. 

For the first experiment, why not 
get the cooperation of your family? 
Get them out on the lawn some aft- 
ernoon and start shooting. Suppose 
It is not less than an hour before 
sunset and the sky la bright Yours 
Is a folding camera, with anastigmat 



leus, shutter speeds from 1/10 sec- 
ond to 1/100, and stops from f.6.3 to 
f.32. You have the family In the 
shade of a tree on a bright sunny 
day. An exposure of 1/25 second at 
f.8 seems right. Make that exposure 
No. 1 and carefully put down the 
data. Then make three other snap- 
shots at f.8. No. S at 1/10, No. S 
at 1/50 and No. 4 at 1/100. Then 
'make four more at f.6.3 and four 
more at f.ll at the same shutter 
speeds. This assortment has pro- 
vided you with overexposures and 
underexposures of the same sub- 
ject but surely several correctly ex- 
posed negatives at different atop 
openings under the same conditions. 

Now get your photo finisher to 
make you the best possible prints 
of each negative. Then ask him to 
print all the negatives, in groups of 
four, on on* sheet of paper, using 
the grade thst will give the best 
print for the best negative of all. 
Result: yon have learned some- 
thing! And you will have a record 
to refer to of what different expo- 
sures will do to a picture and among 
them a correct one to emulate. 

Do the same thing for a landscape 
pioture, say at M6, f,22 and f.32. 

Right! The records will not serve 
precisely for other light conditions, 
but they will help you immensely to 
make, the necessary adjustments. 
You will see for one thing that un- 
derexposure is a much mora hope- 
less falling than overexposure; 
hence, in the future, you will tend 
to be more liberal in your estimates.

ed and luxury groups in the State 
are declining. 

"These low-income families 
constitute the State's only un- 
saturated market for surplus 
goods. Assume, for instance, that 
there are 40,000 families in the 
submargmal groups that now are 
living below the level of neces- 
sities, and add but a dollar a day 
to the income of each family, and 
the consumers' market in Virginia 
will be increased by nearly $15,- 
000.000. If we measure the solu- 
tion of this problem simply in cold 
dollars and cents, new business 
for merchants and a wider 'outlet 
for manufacturers can be had by 
giving the low income groups of 
Virginia greater spending power. 

"Unemployment in industry in 
Virginia, so far as males are con- 
cerned, began in 1909, when male 
employment ceased to increase in 
proportion to population. Employ- 
ed females in Virginia manufac- 
turing industries, on the other 
hand, have increased at a far 
greater rate than population. This 
trend has extended the field from 
which employables are drawn, and 
as a consequence has increased 
the number of those for whom oc- 
cupation must be found. Among 
the chief causes of this develop- 
ment are the changes in types of 
industries in the last few years. 

"Facts like these point to the 
expediency as well as the desir- 
ableness of our business men and 
industrialists joining actively in a 
study of the needs of our fanners 
and workers to build up the pur- 
chasing power in the home mar- 
kets which they themselves so 
badly need and so assiduously 
seek. Here at arm-reach is the 
needed new market, and the out- 
let for goods that will stimulate 
all business and reactivate indus- 
try. The development and not the 
exploitation of this potential mar- 
ket is the next big need for realiz- 
ing industrial progress in the Old 
Dominion."

(Editor's Note: The following 
summary of Virginia farm condi- 
tions, taken from an address de- 
livered last week by Colonel LeRoy 
Hodges, managing director of the 
Virginia State Chamber of Com- 
merce, reveals many interesting 
statistics of value to local growers. 
These remarks are reprinted here 
for the benefit of our farm read- 
ers.) 

Virginia, with an approximate 
land area of 25,768,000 acres, had 
17,645,000 acres in farms in 1935. 
In 1930 there were nearly 3,200.- 
fewer acres in farms than in 
1900. Between 1930 and 1935, 
however, farm acreage to Virginia 
increased nearly 14100,000 acres, 
principally in woodland not pas- 
tured. While improved acreage 
in our farms increased between 
1930 and 1935, it was due to in- 
creases in plowable pasture and 
idle or fallow lands, for the actual 
acreage in crop land harvested de- 
creased. This decrease was prin- 
cipally in the acreage of cash 
crops such as tobacco, where there 
was a decrease of 36 per cent. 

Of the people gainfully occupied 
in Virginia more than 30 per cent 
are employed in agriculture. In 
1930 a total of 270,000 people were 



of the agricultural workers in 
1930 were women. . 

Studies made by the Virginia 
State Planning Board reveal that 
nearly 27 per cent of the total 
rural population of Virginia re- 
side in areas in which 20 per cent 
or more of the land is suhmar- 
ginal. These submarginal areas, 
located in sixty-one counties, ag- 
gregate 7,765,000 acres, or more 
than 30 per cent of the land area 
of the state. While there is 
marginal land in the other thirty- 
nine counties, the percentage of 
submarginal land is less than 20 
per cent and the areas therefore 
are not considered as "problem" 
areas. /-—__, 

The number of farms hi Vir- 
ginia in 1930 was 171,000. and in 
1935 nearly 198,000. In 1925 about 
25 per cent of an farms in Vir- 
ginia were operated by tenants, in 
1935 the proportion of tenants was 
nearly 30 per cent. Possibly as 
high as 15 per cent of the farms 
of Virginia are on marginal or 
submarginal land. It is estimated 
that more than 125,000 people, or 
about one-third of the total popu- 
lation living within the problem 
areas, live on these low-grade 
lands.

White school registrations in 
Princess Arine county gained over 
those of last year to establish a 
new enrollment record of 2,188 
pupils, Frank W. Cox, superinten- 
dent of schools, reported yester- 
day. Although this figure repre- 
sents only a slight increase in the 
total registrations of 33 students. 
the Oceana, Kempsville and Wil- 
loughby T. Cooke schools reported 
substantial gains in their student 
bodies which, in the county fig- 
ures, are offset by corresponding 
losses in the Creeds, Bayside, 
Blackwater, Charity and Court 
House schools. 

The number of Negro students 
now enrolled in the county's 16 
colored schools approximates 1,875, 
similar to the number given in- 
struction last year. Because farm 
work is still available, it is thought 
that this registration will be in- 
creased later in the fall, although 
no marked increase Is anticipated. 

Beach School Gains 

Increases reported In the 
Oceana, Kempsville and Virginia 
Beach schools are due chiefly, it 
was pointed out by Mr. Cox, to 
the influx of permanent residents 
into these communities from Nor- 
folk and other localities outside 
of the State. The Cooke school 
total has been reported as 257 
pupils, an increase of 30 over the 
figures of last season, with Oceana 
High School, attended by students 
from the Beach area, reporting a 
gain of 12 students. Oceana 
graded school's enrollment, in- 
creased 30 to a total of 44&jlupi]s. 

Statewide school figures, com- 
piled by the Virginia State Plan- 
ning Board, indicate a constant 
decrease in attendance records in* 
the rural areas of the Old Domin- 
ion. . In the county schools which 
may be designated as wholly rural 
a similar situation is developing, 
Mr. Cox stated, revealing losses of 
substantial size in the registra- 
tions from the Charity.

One hundred and fifty years 
ago, in the fertile hill country 
overlooking the James, the 
modern city of Lynchburg began 
its distinguished march through 
the pages of history, carving out 
of that friendly soil a municipal- 
ity that stands proudly in the 
front rank of Virginia's great 
cities. The history of that com- 
munity, as recorded in the Sesqui- 
centennial Edition of the Lynch, 
burg News, is a fascinating one, a 
tale in which a note of unusual 
progress is dominant, a story of 
achievement and of varied sig- 
nificant contributions to the life of 
the State and the nation of which 
many communities of greater size 
might well be proud. 

As time is reckoned, Lynchburg 
is a mere youngster in the story 
of the progress of the ages; there 
are cities, both within and without 
the borders of the Old Dominion, 
that may claim many years of 
precedence in the early history of 
the nation, but in any discussion 
of the community's contributions, 
whether with regard to outstand- 
ing personalities or products, its 
record must be adjudged a notable 
one.

The seven sections de- 
voted to the ISO years of the city's 
history — detailing in surprisingly 
complete fashion all of the vicis- 
situdes of its life and growth, in 
times of war and peace— present 
a wealth of data and detail that 
brings credit to the paper's man- 
agement and bespeaks the untiring 
effort of the staff responsible for 
its compilation. It is a worthy 
tribute to a worthy city, at once 
a recognition of Lynchburg's 
greatness and the thoroughly sat- 
isfactory discharge of a civic duty 
which rests with (the community 
newspaper. 

The Virginia Beach News takes 
pleasure in hailing this accom- 
plishment of its older and more 
influential brother, as it hails the 
City of Lynchburg upon the an- 
niversary of its century and one- 
half of existence. Both newspaper 
and city have played, and are 
playing significant parts in the 
development of Virginia, in the 
great drama of modem living, and 
it is our sincere wish that both 
will go on to even greater recogni- 
tion in the years that lie ahead.

As we consider these tabulations 
as they are released by news- 
papers and magazines, several in- 
teresting theories, facts and 
fancies come to light. Because we 
are interested in truth and not so 
rabid in our own peculiar ways of 
thinking as to hold that every- 
thing contrary to our belief is the 
work of propagandists and de- 
liberate falsifiers, we have follow- 
ed the weekly returns of the Di- 
gest poll with eagerness and with 
a desire to pick out such conceal, 
ed bits of information as they 
hold, discarding the ready-made 
rumors and stories advanced by 
those against whom the tide of 
fortune seems to be turned. 

It is quite possible, as many 
maintain, that the sympathies of 
those conducting the poll lie with 
the Kansas Governor. It is true, 
of course, that from the very start 
they have had at least some re- 
turns from the strong Democratic 
sectors which even today have yet 
to be published, which to our way 
of thinking— if such a course has 
been pursued — is excellent Repub- 
lican propaganda, for there is a 
strong percentage of voters who 
wish to be aligned on the winning 
side, whatever it be. Failure to 
publish figures favorable to Mr. 
Roosevelt until the last minute 
could be counted upon to swing 
some of these votes into the Re- 
publican column. How many is 
a question which we are not 
qualified to determine. 

But, whatever the method used, 



Week-by-week observation of 
these polls brings the suggestion 
that Mr. Roosevelt is gaining at 
Mr. Landon's expense. Perhaps 
this is due to some extent to the 
note of conservatism which has 
crept into the President's utter- 
ances, which contrasts strangely, 
in the light of past experience, 
with some of the continued relief 
plans advanced by Mr. Landon.

"Mainland" is a book about 
America. In it Gilbert Seldes has 
tried to view the present in the 
light thrown by the past, and to 
make some suggestions for the fu- 
ture. Since this is a game that 
practically all literate and articu- 
late citizens of our republic ap- 
pear to be playing, it goes without 
saying that unless Mr. Seldes has 
something really constructive to 
offer no one is going to be parti' 
cularly interested in the way he] 
has read the leaves left in the 
bottom of our recent cup of rather 
bitter tea. This reviewer thinks 
that this Is exactly what Mr. 
Seldes has done. He has ndt, per- 
haps, told us all that we should 
know and do, but he has brought 
to the task of writing "Mainland" 
a freshness, an honesty, and a 
knowledge of facts which should 
entitle him to a hearing and to 
very serious consideration. 

Mr. Seldes is very impatient 
with the romanticisers of Ameri- 
can history and institutions/ He 
disclaims any Inclination to fuzzy 
idealism. He rejects the pleasant 
hypothesis that America was 
founded in a dream and has since 
carried on in a haze of wishful 
thinking. He points out that, 
since the day when Columbus en- 
tered into a contract to conduct 
his voyage of discovery on the 
basis of a ten per cent share of 
the profits, every major operation 
in our history has been based 
upon the idea of somebody's mak- 
ing a good thing of it. But where 
he differs from those who draw 
back, appalled, from what they 
consider the materialism of our 
people is in his acceptance of this 
profit motive as a reality, not to 
be condemned but to be directed 
-and controlled for the good of all 
concerned. 

In the first place. Mr. Seldes 
has no apologies to make for 
American mores. He feels, for 
example, that it is a good thing 
for everyone when some farmer 
installs electric equipment on his 
farm. It is good for the farmer, 
it is good for the farmer's wife, it 
is good for the manufacturer of 
electrical devices, for the worker 
who makes them, and for the rail- 
road that transports them. The 
harm comes in, thinks Mr. Seldes, 
when someone along the line tries 
to hog all the benefits, and so 
breaks the magic circle of produc- 
tion, distribution, and enjoyment. 

The author is, moreover, not at 
all ashamed of some of those not- 
able figures who have been the 
butt of much abuse among the in- 
tellectuals. An outstanding case 
is that of Mr. Ford. Mr. Ford, ac- 
cording to "Mainland," is not a 
philanthropist nor a befuddled 
visionary, but as a very hardhead- 
ed business man he possesses both 
the desire to make money and the 
sense to face facts. So, in the 
now famous wage raise which Mr. 
Ford put ' into execution some 
years ago, Mr. Seldes sees the 
most intelligent recognition of the 
facts of life that has come from 
business men during several gen- 
erations. The reasoning is simple; 
pay your employee a little more 
than he needs to meet the de- 
of mere existence, and he 
a potential customer far 



your products. But the Ford 
scheme was laughed at, with the 
consequence that by 1929 we had 
millions of 'articles cluttering the 
storerooms, and millions of peo- 
ple in need of them — but the peo- 
ple had nothing to buy with and 
the manufacturers went bankrupt. 
"Mainland" points out, for ex- 
ample, that there are some fifteen 
million homes in this country 
which could use gas or electric 
ranges if they could buy them. 
This means a potential market for 
the manufacturers for a genera- 
tion. The Ford plan gives the 
potential purchaser a margin with 
which to buy; trie old plan of pay- 
ing wages on the basis of the sup- 
ply of available labor is, in the 
|end, ruinous to everybody. 

The fault lies, thinks this au- 
thor, In the fact that we took 
over our economics from Europe, 
while we devised practically every- 
thing else in the light of our own 
peculiar environment. Our in- 
tellectuals, who have fed upon the 
authorities who dealt with Old 
World conditions, have been ob- 
livious to or contemptuous of 
what has been going on under 
their eyes. Because England, for 
example, sought world markets, 
we have lusted for world markets 
and have dissipated our wealth 
abroad when our own resources 
had hardly been tapped. Just as 
we have derived our poetry, our 
music and our painting from 
abroad, so have we taken our 
economics and too much of our 
political theory from the same 
source. Now there are among us 
those who feel that because Eu- 
rope is faced with a choice be- 
tween Communism and Fascism, 
so America must choose. Mr. 
Seldes scouts this motion, and 
contends that if we do make this 
choice, it will be simply because 
we are so blind to our own way 
out that we shall accept an un- 
necessary evil in place of a simple, 
satisfactory way that lies ready to 
our hands.

"Far Forest" is one of those 
books which possess charm. By 
Francis Brett Young, It is of the 
Bleak English moor country, and 
of the people who live there, close 
to the earth. In contrast to Mr. 
Young's other stories of the man- 
nered English gentry, both set- 
tings and characters are reminis- 
cent of the work of Thomas Hardy 
though the characters are not so 
real nor the tragedy so deep, for 
Mr. Young finds something lovely 
in life and all its manifestations, 
no matter how seemingly cruel.

Peach and Orange 
Preserves, etc.— Can't you Just im- 
agine your pantry shelf crammed 
full of Jars bearing these labels? 
Tour shelves in the kitchen should 
be a mass of various colors from 
bright rosy red to a dark purple 
these fall days. It's work, yes, 
to Jar things but there's such 
satisfaction in opening Jars on 
cold wintry days and anticipating 
the aroma and flavor preserved 
from so many months before. To 
avoid disappointment there are a 
few rules to remember: 

1. Pickles, chili, marmalade, 
preserves retain a better color if 
cooked on direct heat for a short 
time— Stir occasionally 
mixture to fill four saucepans 
rathere than one large preserving 
kettle.

4. Use porcelain or aluminum 
pans for cooking.

4 qts. Damsons 

3 lbs. sugar

Per capita personal income 
among the farm population of 
Virginia is less than $290 a year 
as compared wi^h more than $1,- 
200 in California, $499 in Florida, 
$300 in Pennsylvania, and $250 in 
Ohio.

A recent farm housing survey 
in Virginia which covered 23,000 
farm homes in ten selected coun- 
ties reveals that 17 per cent of 
the families visited are without 
any kind of toilet, and that 79 per 
cent of the white families and 99 
per cent of the colored families 
carry water to their homes an

many as 409.900 people in Vir- 
ginia reside on marginal and sub- 
marginal lands and on poor land 
within the problem areas of the 
state. These people pay such low 
taxes that to furnish them roads 
and schools, and sanitary and 
other public services has become 
a heavy drain on the whole state. 
Because they are cheap, these 
marginal lands are not being 
abandoned, and fresh settlers 
seem always available to take 
them up. 

Trend to Farms 
Thousands of Virginia farms do 
not feed the families and livestock! 
living on them, and many of our 
tenant farmers eke out an exist- 
ence trying to provide a living 
and farm rent out of the harvest 
taken from approximately twenty 
acres of land. 

A serious trend of the depres- 
sion period has been for people of 
non-farm status to bring sub- 
marginal lands into cultivation. 
Between 1939 and 1935, the num- 
ber of persons living on farms in 
Virginia increased more than 100,- 
000, of whom 40,000 belonged to 
a non-farm status in 1930. While 
the number of persons per farm 
has decreased, the whole popula 
tion shift in agriculture in Vir- 
ginia has tended to throw lands 
not fit for cultivation into use by 
people not essentially farmers. 
The result has beeri the piling up 
of relief costs^m the sections 
where this is occurring. This trend 
means an added burden on busi- 
ness through loss of markets and 
the imposition of added relief 
costs on government. 

Gross farm income in Virginia 
in 1929, including cash receipts 
and the value of products pro- 
duced and consumed on the farm, 
amounted to $218,000,000, of 
which $120,000,000 was derived 
from crops and $98,000,000 from 
livestock. In 1932 it dropped to 



of these farm houses have central 
heating, and only 13 per cent of 
them have electricity. Only 3 per 
cent of the families have mechan- 
ical refrigeration. 

More than 25 per cent of the 
farms of Virginia do not produce 
any hay, and thousands of farms 
that do produce hay do not pro- 
duce enough to feed their own 
livestock. Hay production in the 
state has little relation to horse, 
mule, and cattle density, and corn 
production has only a spotty rela- 
tion to swine and cattle density. 
Of the total number of farms in 
the state, 25 per cent have no 
cows, 15 per cent no gardens, and 
10 per cent »no chickens. More 
than SS.OOssJfaimP' in Virginia 
have no pigs. 

Food Demands Not Met 

While rated as an agricultural 
state, Virginia also fails to pro- 
duce, among other necessities, suf- 
ficient dairy products, meat, wool, 
and wheat to meet our own needs, 
and our state per capita consump- 
tion of farm-produced foods is far 
below standard in a /number of 
important articles. In the case

economy and an early obtainable 
abundance."

New Courses of Study 

Additions to the curriculum re- 
ported this week by the superin- 
tendent include the creation of a 
commercial course of study in the 
Creeds High School and a safety 
course in the three high schools 
and in the seventh grades. Miss 
Myrtle Ziergiebel of Boston, Mass., 
was selected as instructor of the 
new commercial course, which 
provides for two full years of 
training at Creeds. Similar in- 
struction is given at the Oceana 
and Kempsville schools. 

The safety course recently in- 
stalled is sponsored jointly by the 
State Department of Education, 
the Tidewater Automobile As- 
sociation and the Virginia Depart- 
ment of the American Legion. 
Emphasis is laid upon the basic 
rules of safety In traversing 
streets and highways, whether as 
motorists or pedestrians, and the 
course has as its objective the 
marked lessening of traffic acci- 
dents. The work in this field is 
being correlated with the regular 
social studies. 

It also was announced that 16 
National Youth scholarships have 
been awarded to worthy students 
in the county school system. These 
scholarships. Which provide a 
monthly allowance of $6 for the 
purchase of books, food, clothing 
and other school needs, are grant- 
ed by the Federal government 
through a State setup, with the 
number apportioned according to 
the attendance records of the 
county and city school systems. In 
return for this assistance, those 
receiving scholarships are required 
to fill a variety of small jobs 
I created by the school superinten- 
I dents, such as assisting hi the 
library, compiling school records 
and similar tasks.

Census /released today by Director 
L William L. Austin of the Bureau 
. -efrfhe Census, Department of 
Commerce. The full extent of 
this movement to farms, the 
beginning of which was shown in 
Che Census of 1930 is not disclosed 
by these figures, as the farm 
census report was limited to only 
those persons living on farms on 
January 1, i$35 who lived in non- 
farm residences five years earlier. 
Between 1930 and 1935, many 
others have moved to farms and 
returned to cities, towns, vil- 
or other nonfarm residences 
before the farm census enumera- 
tion on January 1, 1935. 

This movement of 1,995,253 per- 
sons to farms during the preced- 
ing five years was a major factor 
in making the farm population of 
January 1, 1935 the largest 
recorded by a census. So exten 
sive was the movement to farms 
that 1 out of every 16 persons liv- 
ing on farms Januajry 1, 1935 
had lived in cities, towns, or other 
nonfarm residences 5 years earl- 
tar. 
I M B t w u Persons Mare to Farms 

The movement to farms has 
been most extensive in five re- 
gions. Perhaps the largest of the 
regions comprises the Appalachian 
subsistence-farming area extend- 
ing along the hills and mountains 
from Pennsylvania to Alabama. 
Unemployed miners, lumber work- 
en, factory employees, and others 
who were unable to find work in 
Industrial pursuits, totaling in all 
between a third and a half mil- 
lion persons, returned to the small 
hill and valley farms which were 
once abandoned, or to farms be- 
ing operated by their relatives or 
friends. Areas around the indus- 
trial centers of New England, New 
York, Michigan, and Ohio furnish 
typical examples of other regions 
where there has been a large In- 
flux of people to farms. Between 
* third and a half million persons 
from these Industrial centers have 
resettled on Idle farms or have 
engaged in part-time farming in 
the surrounding farming areas. 
The three other regions in which 
the movement to farms was ex- 
tensive included the cutover lands 
(if northeastern Minnesota and 
northwestern Wisconsin, the 
Ozark Mountain and eastern 
Oklahoma area, and the Pacific 
Coast valleys. Into each of these 
three areas over 100,000 persons 
have moved from cities, towns, 
tillages, or other non-farm resi- 
dences. 

Most of this flow of persons 
back to the farms represents the 
countryward migration of the un- 
employed and others unable to 
obtain work in factories, mines, 
lumber mills, etc., to escape idle- 
ness, reduce expenses, and to raise 
food for family use. The average 
of 3 persons per farm reporting 
this movement, and the increase 
of over a half million farms since 
1930, suggest that this has been 
largely a movement of whole 
families rather than the migration 
of . single individuals. These 
families have returned to farms 
once abandoned, to new farms, 
and to unoccupied houses on 
farms operated by their relatives 
and friends. 

Not all of these newcomers have 
been unemployed nor have all re- 
mained unemployed. In many 
areas, thousands have engaged in 
part-time farming and have sup- 
plemented their urban, or indus- 
trial, Income with rural living. 
Improved roads, reduced trans- 
portation charges, and cheaper 
living in the country than in the 
city have brought thousands of 
families back to the land to live 
and have been factors in holding 
them there. A special report will 
be devoted to part-time farmers. 
Production Not Affected 

Most of this migration of 

families has been to small farms. 

There, these families have sought 

to produce at least part of the 

particularly vegetables, eggs. 

milk needed for their own 

These families have probably 

augmented very little the total 

production of farm products for 

«te. 

This movement has been large- 
ly a migration of white persons to 
farms. The decline of almost 
300,000 in the Nation's colored 
farm population indicates that the 
net flow of colored persons has 
from farms to nonfarm resi- 
i rather than from cities and 
towns to farms.

temkre of farm operators in the 
area to which the farmward 
movement has been greatest, a 
majority of the families have re- 
turned to farms which' they own 
rather than to farms which they 
rent. This has been an important 
factor in bringing about an in- 
crease of over 300,000 in the num- 
ber of farms operated by owners. 
Three States, Ohio, Michigan, 
and Texas reported that over 100.- 
000 of the persons on farms on 
January 1, 1935 lived in nonfarm 
residents five years earlier. This 
movement to farms totaled over 
80,000 persons in each of the 
States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Missouri, and over 60,000 per- 
sons in Indiana, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Kentucky, Alabama, Okla- 
homa, and California. This coun- 
tryward migration resulted in 
about 1 out of every 8 persons 
living on farms on January 1, 1935 
in New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Michi- 




gan, New Mexico, Washington, 
and Oregon, being persons who 
lived to nonfarm residences five 
years earlier.

State Rat Control 
Program Started 

Oeorge B. Lay, rodent control 
leader for the U. S. Bioligical Sur- 
vey, with headquarters at N. C. 
State College, Raleigh, now has 
charge of rat control and other 
rodent control programs of the 
government in all of Region 7, 
which is composed of Virginia, 
North and South Carolina, 
Oeorgia, Florida and Maryland. 
Maryland however, will be hand- 
led from the regional office, locat- 
ed at Washington, D. C. 

During the quarter which closed 
on September 30, Mr. Lay direct- 
ed 13 rat control campaigns in his 
districtrwlth the largest project 
located at Portsmouth. The total 



cost of these campaigns to co- 
operators was $1,867.82 involving 
the treating of 7.019 premises with 
a total of 1,295 pounds of bait. 
The Portsmouth campaign was 
begun several months ago and in- 
cluded rebai ting of the whole city. 
It was a WPA project with city 
cooperation. 

During the summer quarter, 
Mr. Lay spent most of his time 
in field work and in contacting 
large groups' of county agents, 
vocational teachers, 4-H boys and 
girls clubs poultry associations 
and so for h. Hemade 32 talks, 
21 of whickjvere illustrated with 
moving pictures, to a, total of 4,- 
276 persons. Three of these talks 
were made at summer meetings 
of rural people held at V. P. I. 

Cooperation in the working out 
of a control program for field 
mice in Virginia orchards with 
Bureau officials in Washington 
and with A. H. Teske, extension 
horticulturist at Blacksburg, was 
a part of the summer program.

Miss Foster explained that an 
agreement, entered into each year 
between the American Red Cross 
and the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, precludes conflict be- 
tween the former's annual roll 
call and the Christmas Seal Sale. 
Under the terms of this contract, 
the Christmas Seal Sale begins 
the day after Thanksgiving and 
continues through the\ Yuletide. 
The Red Cross ends its*, roll call 
on Thanksgiving Day. m 
Sponsors Often Confused! 

"Some people still call the 
Christmas Seals 'Red Cross seals," 
declared H. Laurie Smith, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association. This confusion evid- 
ently is due to the early history 
of the Christmas seals. "The Red 
Cross undertook the sale of 
Christmas seals in 1908. Two 
years later," he explained, "the 
Red Cross took the National 
Tuberculosis Association and its 
affiliated Associations into part- 
nership for the conduct of , the 
Christmas seal sale. For ten years 
this arangement continued, but, 
in 1920, the Red Cross decided to 
devote its entire energies to its 
annual roll call, which is its way 
of raising funds as a means of 
rendering aid in time of great 
disaster and national emergencies. 

"Since that time, the National 
Tuberculosis Association has been 
sole proprietor of the Christmas* 
Seal and each year it authorizes 
the Virginia Association and all 
Other similar State organizations 
to carry on the sale campaigns, 
the funds from which are used 
exclusively in the unrelenting war 
against tuberculosis, whose blight 
is felt in many homes every day, 

^This explains," Mr. Smith con 
tiriued, "why Virginia is confront- 



ed with the appeals of the two 
crosses every fall. It is interest- 
ing to note that the Red Cross is 
a duplication of the Swiss "flag in 
reverse colors. The emblem of the 
Tuberculosis Association is the 
double-barred cross, otherwise 
known as the Lorraine cross, 
which is an emblem of mercy that 
dates back to the Ninth Century. 
Every Christmas Seal since 1920 
has borne the double-barred 
cross."

(Editor's Note— This is question 
nine of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News.) 

To what extent is the Resettle- 
ment Administration benefitting 
labor? 

Answer: 

Tlie primary purpose for the 
establishment of the Resettlement 
Administration was the rehabili- 
tation and resettlement of desti- 
tute farm families. However, al- 
though all its efforts have not 
been directed toward the furnish- 
ing of work for the unemployed, 
the project program of the Re- 
settlement Administration is pro- 
viding immediate and lasting 
benefits to labor. To meefc the 
Immediate situation the Resettle- 
ment Administration has created 
steady employment under modern 
working conditions at monthly 
wage rates established by the 
president. To care for the longer 
term needs, the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration will insure greater 
opportunities to a large group of 
workers through better housing, 
a fuller participation in commun- 
ity life and improved educational 
opportunities. , 

There were during May, 1936 
more than 71,000 workers employ- 
ed on Resettlement projects and 
it is expected that at the peak of 
the program during the summer, 
over 100,000 workers will be em- 
ployed. 

From the long term standpoint 
various aspects of the Resettle- 
ment program will be of benefit 
to labor. The construction of 
communities and the purchase 
and development of submarginal 
land will Involve the purchase of 
considerable quantities of build- 
ing and other materials, thus pro- 
viding indirect employment for 
laborers in the production of such 
materials and aiding the move- 
ment toward industrial recovery. 
The increased business activity 
stimulated locally by the estab- 
lishment of successful farms will 
increase the opportunities for 
permanent employment in stores, 
warehouses* and local industries. 

Comments from labor leaders 
have been favorable to Resettle- 
ment Administration—

Your ef- 
forts at Rural rehabilitation are 
also of definite benefit to organ- 
ized labor in that by improving 
farm life they tend to reduce the 
migration of farm workers to 
cities in search of urban employ-

I have also been impressed by 
labor policies being followed by 
the Resettlement Administration. 
They have in all respects, subject 
to the limitations Imposed by the 
works program, met the approval 
of v organised labor groups.

"Unfortunately, however, this 
misguided attitude does not alter 
facts. There are numerous dis- 
eases such as certain heart ail- 
ments and kidney conditions that 
have a nasty way of slipping up 
from behind, so to speak, and 
blackjacking one into serious ill- 
ness or worse. It is this class of 
disease that frequently can be de- 
tected by the doctor. 

"Nevertheless, thousands of per- 
sons refuse to take advantage of 
this fact-finding examination. 
They thus become unnecessary 
victims of the maladies of middle 
age and beyond. 

"It should be appreciated that 
a body which has been working 
for forty or more years, no mat- 
ter how well it behaves or how 
healthy it looks, can have some- 
thing wrong with it of which its 
possessor is ignorant. Not that it 
actually is out of fix. But the pos- 
sibility exists. And it is this pos- 
sibility that most people fail to 
appreciate. 

"Obviously, it is not wise to take 
a risk on such a vital proposition. 
At best, only a bit of time and a 
few dollars have been spent to be 
assured that '.all's well.' At worst, 
an insidious disease may be dis- 
covered and routed while there is 
yet time for science to work ef- 
fectively. 

"In short, the annual physical 
investigation is a safety-first pro- 
cedure. Not to take advantage of 
its protective ability is to disre- 
gard one of the fundamental bul- 
warks against numerous devastat- 
ing diseases and premature 
death."

Alleged Slanderous Remarks 

The civil suit for damages grew 
out of a visit to the home of 
Walter Edward Smith, parent of 
the plaintiff, by the defendant, 
Floyd Deary, and Henry Braith- 
waite, his business associate, on 
the night of March 15 of this year. 
At that time, according to the mo- 
tion for judgment entered by the 
plaintiff and In line with the 
testimony of his witnesses, in the 
first trial, the visitors jointly and 
severally accused Archie Smith of 
going "on the Lynnhaven River 
on the night of March 5 and 
stealing oysters fron. the grounds 
leased by Deary and Braithwalte." 
'The language used by the visit- 
ors, according to the reports sub- 
mitted to the jury by the plain- 
tiff's parents, his wife and him- 
self, all of whom testified to hear- 
ing the alleged slanderous re- 
marks, was extremely "abusive, 
malicious and insulting." Con- 
sequent airing of the charges 
throughout the neighborhood, 
their testimony continued, had

The outstanding changes in tree 
and vine fruits on farms in 'the 
five-year period from 1930 to 1935 
were substantial increases in the 
number of cherry, grapefruit, and 
orange trees, marked decreases in 
the number of apple and peach 
trees, and moderate declines in 
the number of pear and plum 
trees and In the number of grape 
vines. These changes are In- 
dicated by a release of the 1935 
Federal Farm Census figures 
made public by Director William 
L. Austin of the Bureau of the 
Census, Department of Commerce. 
A further change of importance 
during this period was a decline 
in new plantings for each of these 
fruits as evidenced by the num- 
ber Of living nonbearing trees on 
the census dates. 

Increases In Grapefruit 

The total number of grapefruit 
trees on farms on January 1, 1935 
was 13,161,101, which was 42 per- 
cent greater than the number on 
April 1, 1930. About three-fourths 
of the 1035 number of trees were 
of bearing age and the 1934 pro- 
duction amounted to 19,495,340 
field boxes, or 1.9 boxes per tree 
of bearing age. Florida main- 
tained first rank with 5,422.566 
trees on January 1, 1935 and a 
production of 11,277.282 field 
boxes in 1934, which was 57.5 per- 
cent of the United States produc- 
tion. Texas, which now ranks 
second in both number of trees 
and in production, made the 
greatest gain during the five-year 
period and on January 1, 1935 had 
5.295,155 trees and a production 
in 1934 of 3.878,920 field boxes.

A COMMENT FOR THE 
RECORD 



THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
GOES THROUGH 



Least unexpected are many of 
the good things of life, and, un- 
expectedly, the creation of a 
county department of public wel- 
fare was authorized early last 
week by the board of supervisors 
meeting in special session at the 

' court house. So comes into ex- 
istence another branch of county 
government which is certain to 
meet with wide approval on the 
part of the majority of citizens of 
this county. 

Creation of such a relief organi- 
zation was proposed more than a 
year ago by representatives of 
county organizations meeting at 
the court house. With but a 
month or so to serve of their 
terms, the old members of the 
board took no action on the re 
quest, prefering that the new 
board take such steps as were be 
lieved necessary, either to estab- 
lish or to deny the establishment 
of such a branch of the county 
governmental machinery. Then, 
although the necessity for such an 
agency was pointed out repeat 
edly. both by county residents and 
by Arthur James, Director of the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, the supervisors adopted a 
policy of profound silence toward 
the project, which, as month fol- 

, lowed month, indicated its dis- 
missal from their deliberations. 
Whatever the fact which seem- 
ed of sufficient importance to air 
again the creation of the welfare 
unit— perhaps the hospitalization 
controversy, perhaps the prelimi- 
nary plans made by many of the 
county's organizations to press for 
its establishment, perhaps a 
change of heart on the part of 
some supervisor or supervisors, or 
perhaps some reason with which 
we are not at all familiar — its 
creation was the chief topic at 
the special session held last week. 
Upon the motion of David Malbon, 
seconded by L. H. Vaughan, the 
project as outlined by the State 
department was accepted without 
dissenting vote, although Chair- 
man Mansfield refrained from 
voting. 

It is our sincere belief — grant- 
ing the selection of a competent 
worker — that this department, if 
allowed to function along the lines 
approved by the Richmond office, 
will mean as much to Princess 
Anne county as does the county 
health nurse or the county agri- 
cultural agent, both of which of- 
fices long since have proven their 
worth. Supervision of the charity 
appropriations' and of the hos- 
pitalization of the indigent will 
more than repay the county the 
cost of the worker herself, while 
the invaluable services such a per- 
son can perform in the fields of 
Juvenile delinquency, truancy, bet- 
ter home standards and such al- 
lied efforts are certain to make 
for a higher type of citizenship 
among those who need expert 
guidance and assistance in ad- 
justing themselves to their envi- 
ronment.

Checking the minutes as re-

simjJly as "not voting." . 

There is nothing unusual, per- 
haps, about that, for under parlia- 
mentary procedure it is unneces- 
sary for the chairman to record 
his vote except in cases of a tie. 
It is unusual in this instance, 
however, for a diligent search of 
the supervisors' records since the 
time of their first meeting early 
in January fails to reveal any of- 
ficial action upon any and all 
measures up for consideration ex- 
cept the laconic written report: 
"All voting yes." 

We point this out, not to cite 
Mr. Mansfield's failure to support 
the measure nor to upbraid him 
for his lack of action — it is quite 
understandable that he may have 
tangible reasons for his attitude 
—but, rather, to reveal the singu- 
lar unanimity with which the five 
supervisors have registered their 
opinions on all county matters, 
both great and small, that have 
come before them during the past 
ten months. Not on one single 
motion have they shown the 
slightest disagreement. 

Here, we contend, is an illustra- 
tion for the record, for it is doubt- 
ful if such a picture could be pre- 
sented by any other organized 
governmental body in the entire 
state during a comparable period. 
Not even President Roosevelt, who 
is credited with controlling the 
actions of his Democratic Con. 
gress, could secure such harmony 
during as much as one day of de- 
bate. 

We cast nq aspersions upon that 
record. We are all for peace and 
harmony, but we cannot conceive 
that the five men presently con- 
tolling the governmental destiny 
of this county could be so singu- 
larly unanimous in their expres- 
sions of policy if they voted as 
individuals and not as members 
of an organization so closely knit 
as to brook no dissention on a 
carefully promulgated program. 

However, this illustration is 
merely for the record. It is not 
our though to determine the cause 
of such a course.

Thus it is that the Digest poll 
may be, as was recently charged 
by the ultra-conservative and 
ardently Republican New York 
Sun, "misleading." Pointing out 
that the returns are preponder- 
antly from voters who supported 
Mr. Hoover in 1932, the Sun goes 
on to say, in an editorial labelled 
"Imperfect Samples," that the 
"tendencies in the poll are more 
significant than totals." 

Another question, for which we 
can find no suitable answer in 
this largest of all polls, concerns 
the relative vote-getting progress 
made by the leading presidential 
candidates in the past few weeks. 
Since most of the ballots were 
marked and mailed several weeks

To sum, up, if to the vote al- 
ready recorded In the Digest poll 
for Mr. Roosevelt can be added 
a majority of the votes from the 
groups not considered in the 
sample ballottlng, .and If to this 
number can be added that group 
Which has changed Its common 
mind In recent weeks and drifted 
back to the Roosevelt standard, 
then there is little question of 
the final result. We cannot go 
along all the way with those who 
predict a landslide for the Presi- 
dent's reelection— our politics are 
not so partisan as that— but we 
can see some essence of merit in 
their claims. An essence of merit, 
that is, if the statistics given to 
date on the new voters are in any 
way representative of the truth. 

Eight weeks ago we would not 
have put one cent of money on 
either candidate, so evenly did 
popular sentiment appear to be 
divided, but the decided drift of 
voters back to the Roosevelt fold 
and the strong support given the 
Administration during that time 
by some of its formerly outstand- 
ing critics provoke the thought 
that this is again a Democratic 



were sent. Should the poll fail 
to predict the trend of the times, 
the reason for such failure, we be- 
lieve, will be found in the answer 
to this question. 

Sample ballots have been mail- 
ed, in the main, to subscribers, 
both old and new, of the Literary 
Digest and to persons having 
automobiles and telephones listed 
in their names. Women, first 
voters and the many thousands 
on relief have thus been excluded 
from consideration, which group, 
oddly enough, is overwhelmingly 
pro-Roosevelt in all other polls. 

While the possession of an auto- 
mobile or telephone, or both, is 
not proof positive of conservatism 
or of anti-Roosevelt sentiments, 
there is reason to believe that the 
majority of Republican adherents 
fall Into this category. Thus it 
is that of the more than 2.000,000 
ballots tabulated to date better 
than half of them reveal the voter 
as a Hoover supporter in 1932. 
Yet, if memory serves us right, 
Mr. Hoover lost to an unprece- 
dented Rooseveltian landslide in 
that year. It is possible, if not 
entirely probable, that the Demo- 
cratic supporters have been over- 
looked to a startling extent in 
this latest poll of public opinion. 
If this be so, and we can do no 
more than to point to the publish- 
ed statistics, the Digest poll has 
lost the first quality of a good 
indicator, that of representation 
of all factors on an equable basis. 

That the women of this nation 
are more enthusiastic supporters 
of the President than are their 
husbands, brothers and fathers 
seems to be a fact beyond dispute. 
In all polls taken of their prefer- 
ence, they have voted strongly in 
favor of Mr. Roosevelt, swayed 
more, we maintain, by the person- 
ality of the man than by Bis of- 
ficial acts, The Digest has been 
inclined to overlook this large 
vote, but the women will be at the 
polls on election day. of that you 
may be sure, possibly In greater 
numbers than the male species of 
homo sapiens.

When you talked last night at 
Philadelphia of Mr. Roosevelt's 
"repudiation" of the platform, had 
you forgotten the 29th of jJune^ 
1928? . 

Franklin D. Roosevelt had put 
your name irf nomination for the 
Presidency and had dubbed you 
the "Happy Warrior." The Hou- 
ston Convention had nominated 
you on the first ballot. In the 
platform it said, " . . . . this con- 
vention pledges the party and its 
nominees to an honest effort to 
enforce the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and all other provisions of 
the Federal Constitution and all 
laws enacted pursuant thereto." 
You heard that read and accept, 
ed. Do you not remember? You 
must, because you sat all day by 
the radio in the Governor's house 
at Albany and listened to the pro- 
ceedings. 

Then, as soon as you' were 
nominated on the platform which 
contained that reference to pro- 
hibition, what did you do? You 
sat down and sent a long tele- 
gram td~the_convention. In it 
you told the delegates: "If it is 
the will of the people of this na- 
tion that I am to take an oath 
as President of the United States, 
to protect and defend our Con- 
stitution and laws, I will execute 
that oath to the limit of my 
ability, without reservation or 
evasion." 

You went on to say, without 
further reference to the platform, 
that you believed "there. should 
be fundamental changes in the 
present provisions for national 
prohibition," which your party 
was pledged to enforce. 

That was not all. Qo back into 
the recesses of your memory and 
recall these words of yours: 
"While I fully , appreciate that 
these changes can only be made 
by the people themselves through 
their elected legislative represen- 
tatives, I feel it to be the duty of 
the chosen leader of the people 
to point the way which, in his 
opinion, leads to a sane, sensible 
solution of a condition which, I 
am convinced, is entirely unsat- 
isfactory to the great mass of our 
people." 

How do you square that, Al, 
with your criticism of Mr. Roose- 
velt's attitude toward the plat- 
form of 1932? You stated last 
night "the people that voted this 
administration into power on the 
assumption that they stood for a 
certain set of principles, found 
out afterwards that they had 
been entirely misled . . . . " That 
might have been said by some of 
the delegates at Houston.

A. possible solution to the pro- 
blem of farm surpluses is to be 
found in the increased use of farm 
products by industry, it is in- 
dicated in a new sound slide film, 
"Farms of the Future," produced 
by the Ford Motor Company**^ 

The picture, just released to 
local Ford dealers, is available 
through them to schools, clubs 
and farm organizations anywhere 
in the country. 

Recites Say Beaa Story 

"Farms of the Future" includes 
a treatment of the story of the 
soy bean, showing the early exper- 
iments with a variety of farm 
crops which led finally to the sel- 
ection of the soy bean for con- 
tinued experimentation in the 
Ford laboratories. Progress in the 
development of the soy bean as a 
source of raw material, use of a 
simplified plant for extraction of 
oil from the bean, and production 
of automobile parts from soy bean 
meal are shown. 

Agricultural "over-production," 
farm and factory interdependence, 
and future possibilities of farm 
crop conversation into raw ma- 
terials are among the subjects 
treated in the film. Also included 
is a dramatization of the natural 
partnership of agriculture and in- 
dustry, the mutual interests of the 
fanner and industries being por- 
trayed. 

The film's consideration of the 
problem of farm surpluses intro- 
duces the belief of Henry Ford 
that this problem will eventually 
be soil ved through the use of farm 
crops in the world's industries.

CURE to bring good luck to a Hal 
■3 lowe'en party table is this shin- 
ing black cat, formed with crinkled 
tabes of Cellophane cellulose film 
over a wire frame. The gay neck- 
bow and raffled edging on the sil- 
ver cardboard base are fashioned 
from clear film and striped with 
red, green and yellow Scotch tape. 
The "kitten" favors are made over 
paper nut caps. 

For the frame of the centerpiece, 
use two #15 wires 36" long bend- 
ing each one into a foreleg, hump- 
ed body and bindleg. A 32" wire 
forms the upright tail, the upper 
curve of the body, and a triangle 
for attaching the bead. Wire the 
three units together along the body 
curve and adjust the legs to stand. 

To cover the legs and tail, cut 
five pieces of black film 9" x 20". 
Wind each piece loosely around 
the cardboard tube which came 
with the film, cement the overlap, 
and crinkle by pushing together, 
inch by inch. Then remove the 
tube. Crinkle the body covering 



over a bottle 2%" to 3" in diameter, 
using black film twice the bottle's 
circumference and 30" long. Re- 
move the bottle and slip the body 
piece into place. Cut off 2" of tail 
covering and slip over head wire 
for neck. Slip remainder over tall 
wire and pinch end to a point. Put 
on the leg pieces and fasten legs 
and tail to body with Scotch tape 
on tbe Inside. 

Cut. the head from heavy card- 
board (about 6%" each way) and 
cover front with black film. Ap- 
plique the mouth with red Scotch 
tape and the eyes with green. For 
the whiskers, use four 14" pieces 
of spool wire, wind with clear film 
and draw through pinholes at each 
side of the mouth. Tape back of 
head to wire triangle and cover 
with black film. Wire right foreleg 
and left bindleg to cardboard base 
(a 12" circle) and bend the other 
legs to walking position. Gather 
tbe ruffle. on a knitting needle, slip 
the gathers under a 40" wire cir- 
cle and tie It to the base.

Somehow, we have a very 
personal wish that the much-ac- 
claimed Miss Boyle would stop 
writing literature and get down 
to English.

(Editors Note— This is question 
ten of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News.) 

Is the unit cost in Resettlement 
.communities excessive?. 

Answer: 

e Resettlement Administra- 
tion now has 95 projects on which 
construction is completed, under 
way, or about to begin. The total 
estimated cost on those projects 
is estimated at $56,864,955. The 
number of units is 10,705. This 
makes the average over-all unit 
cost $5,312. This Includes certain 
costs that cannot justifiably be 
charged to the home-steaders, 
such as the constructed roads 
which will be turned over to the 
counties, project administration 
costs, etc. When these are charged 
off, the actual unit cost to the 
clients will probably average right 
around $5,000. Any such average 
is unsatisfactory because of the 
varying types of projects which 
we are constructing, and the vary- 
ing amount of community facili- 
ties which we are setting up on 
the projects. Farms range in size 
from one half acre to 75 or 80 
acres. Land prices vary with dif- 
ferent locations. 

In all resettlement projects the 
object has been to provide security 
of home tenure on the lowest pos- 
sible cost basis. To assure the 
maintenance of a reasonable stan- 
dard of living the homes on re- 
settlement projects are established 
on an adequate farming basis and 
those in suburban and subsistence 
homestead communities are pro- 
vided with land for supplement- 
ary gardening and part time 
farming. The Resettlement Ad- 
ministration is planing Its projects 
and its tenant selection so that 
both the tenants and their neigh- 
bors may have access to more ad- 
equate educational, health, and 
recreational opportunities. 

The unit cost is not excessive 
when we consider that ai this 
price the homesteader is getting a 
good farm and home, capital at 
three percent, and expert farm 
management which vill enable 
him to get the best out of his 
farm by Intelligent operation.

in 1930 the directors of the 
Field Museum at Chicago came to 
an exciting decision. They would 
attempt to unite science and art 
in order to make of anthropology 
a fascinating subject that would 
be just as attractive to the public 
as an exhibition of live people. 
They conceived the Hall of Man, 
where in lifelike bronze might be 
seen a hundred of the most dis- 
tinctive types of men upon, this 
planet. To execute this tremend- 
ous task, they chose a woman who 
had by the decade of the twenties 
achieved an international repu- 
tation. 

Malvlna Hoffman In "Heads 
and Tales" describes her adven- 
tures as she circumnavigated the 
globe in pursuit of her hundred 
men, each of whom must repre- 
sent in himself the appearance 
and genius and culture of an en- 
tire race. It iS\Ji thrilling, fre- 
quently dangerous, hunt Miss 
Hoffman depicts which leads 
from the deserts of Africa to the 
Malay jungles a triumphant head- 
hunting whose "victims" may now 
be seen in bronze at the Field 
Museum. 

The first part of her book Miss 
Hoffman devotes to a brief sur- 
vey of her life up until her depar- 
ture on her expedition. She was 
born In 1888 on 43rd Street near 
Broadway, New York, the daughter 
of Richard Hoffman, a distin- 
guished pianist who had come to 
America in 1847 as a "child prod- 
igy" and had in 1850 accompanied 
Jenny Lind on her famous Ameri- 
can tour. Becoming Interested 
In sculpture at an early age, Mal- 
vlna studied under Herbert Adams 
and Gutzon Borglum. Upon the 
death of her father in 1910 she 
sailed for France, settled in Paris, 
and persuaded the Master, Au- 
guste Rodin, to accept her as his 
pupil. By 1917 she had secured 
recognition principally through 
her studies of the dance, Pavlowa 
Gavotte and Bacchanale Russe, 
studies inspired by her great 
friend, Anna Pavlowa. War work 
interrupted her career. She be- 
came affiliated with the activities 
of the American Red Cross, and 
shortly after the cessation of hos- 
tilities she was sent by Herbert 
Hoover into the Balkans to make 
a survey of conditions there. In 
the next decade Miss Hoffman 
established and further enchanced 
her growing reputation by a vast 
of work of al 



She executed portraits of her 
friends Paderewski and Mestrovic, 
the colorful Yugo-Slavian sculp- 
tor. She produced tremendous 
war memorials. Commissions of 
every sort poured in and were 
filled with brilliant success. 

At this point in the narrative 
of her life, the author pauses to 
take the reader behind the scenes 
and show him the intricate pro- 
cesses through which a clay figure

After ransacking European muse- 
ums, Interviewing famous anthro- 
pologists, studying thousands of 
drawings and monographs, she 
set out westward around the 
world, accompanied by her hus- 
band, ah assistant, and twenty- 
eight trunkfuls of baggage. Arriv- 
ing in Japan where she witnessed 
ominous war preparations, she 
proceeded to China and just suc- 
ceeded In. escaping the Japanese 
bombardment of Shanghai. After 
modeling suitable types, she sailed 
southward, cruised through the 
South Seas, plunged into the jun- 
gles of the Malay Peninsula, hunt- 
ed her types In swarming India, 
and finally ended her journey in 
Paris. Africa she had already 
penetrated before the beginning 
of this expedition. 

Miss Hoffman's "Heads and 
Tales", then, is the record of a 
fascinating pursuit that led across 
the world. ' That the hunt was a 
distinguished success may be at- 
tested not only by the visitor to 
the Field Museum but by the 
reader; the book is bountifully 
illustrated by photographs of Miss 
Hoffman's bronzes as well as by 
many camera studies of "sitters" 
and situations on the expedition. 
These illustrations are eloquent 
testimony of Miss Hoffman's abil- 
ities and add immensely to the 
book's value. "Heads and Tales" 
is also a vivid pictorial and narra- 
tive record of Miss Hoffman's life 
as an artist. Rich to anecdote 
and experience, this book is an 
interesting piece of self-revelation 
by a distinguished sculptress.

Most of the new 
young trees were reported in 
Michigan, California, Oregon, and 
York in the order named.

Prom the standpoint of acreage, 
apples occupy more area than any 
of the other fruits, though they 
yielded ground by showing a 14 
percent decline in the number of 
trees in the five-year period. The 
total number of farm apple trees 
In 1935 numbered 100,054,047 of 
which about one-sixth were non- 
bearing. The production in 1934 
amounted to 124,236,768 bushels, 
or an average of 1.5 bushels per 
hearing tree. Apples also are more 
generally grown than any of the 
other fruits, having been reported 
on 2,358,781 farms, o9 slightly 
more than one-third of all farms 
In 1935. The State of Washing- 
ton, with 30,997,021 bushels, or 
one-fourth of the United States 
total to 1934, led all states to pro- 
duction by a wide margin.

and it has been pointed out that 
adoption of the State program 
need not in any way interfere 
with this course of expenditure. It 
is expected that the $6,000 due 
from the State will be used to sup- 
plement the sum already budget- 
ed, so insuring proper treatment 
for all county needy under a 
trained welfare worker. Since, 
under the State program, only a 
basic $9,600 need be earmarked to 
take care of State requirements, 
sufficient money is certain to re- 
main to carry on any other relief 
practices believed vital to the 
community. 

Adoption of this program, It is 
believed, will curtail some need- 
less expenses of the present un- 
scientific method of doling out re- 
lief, the while it will insure a 
modern, competent system of wel- 
fare work at no additional cost. 
The facilities and experience of 
the State department will be open 
to the county worker, whose chief 
value to the community may well 
lie to her work of adjusting per- 
sons residing here to their envir- 
onment. Such a program, it has 
been pointed out, will go far to- 
wards eliminating crime and 
social diseases, for the child so 
adjusted will show little tendency 
to depart from the way of law 
and order.

of a total of 125,500 votes tabu- 
lated from New York City, 83,500 
were credited to Mr. Roosevelt, 
and, said the commentator, it is 
not unlikely that the final report 
will show him leading in the state 
largely because of the tremendous 
vote given him by the city resi- 
dents. It also was pointed out 
that in New York City alone more 
than one-half million new voters 
have registered over the 1932 
total, few of which have been 
given Digest ballots. 

Chicago, with a close contest 
being waged, reported 16,934 votes 
for the President as against 16,- 
293 for Mr. Landon; Cleveland 
gave the Democratic nominee 
more than 2,000 to 1,500 for his 
opponent; Philadelphia, 29,500 to 
23,465, and Pittsburgh, admittedly 
Democratic a scant 9,866 to 7,095. 

Breaking down the reported 
vote for Mr. Landon, it was re- 
vealed that 812,998, or 71.3 per 
cent of his total support, voted 
for Mr. Hoover in 1932, while 
648,897, or 73.8 per cent of Mr. 
Roosevelt's tallies, came from 
1932 Democratic supporters. Since 
Mr. Roosevelt led Mr. Hoover in 
the last election by a tremendous 
majority, observers of the Digest 
returns are inclined to minimize 
the importance of the Landon 
ballots, recalling that, after all, 
the proportion of Democrats un- 
heard from to this date is greater 
than fifty per cent of the expect- 
ed vote. 

A poll of 5,145 newspaper edi- 
tors, the majority of whose papers 
are supporting the Kansas gover- 
nor, as reported in this week's edi- 
tion of Liberty gives the President 
269 sure electoral votes and Mr. 
Landon 146. leaving 116 votes in 
the doubtful column. The report 
of the poll conducted by the 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion, as released last Sunday, 
gave the President 54 per cent of 
the popular major party vote and 
a total of 390 electoral votes.

REFLECTIONS ON SHE OLD 
DEAL 

Editor, 

Virginia Beach News. 

Dear Sir: The social crisis that 
has been given birth by the ora- 
cular outbursts against the exist- 
ing order by the adolescent raving 
of hair-brained students of plan- 
.ned economy seeking to, perpetu- 
ate themselves in office or to 
erect an impossible social system, 
based on the premise that all men 
are equal and entitled to the re- 
wards of that equality, is a new 
tiling In American political move- 
ments. 

The spokesmen for this new 
order would have you believe that 
the America of pre-New Deal days 
was a money-mad, power-crazed 
and greed-filled oligarchy driving 
to serfdom the masses of the peo- 
ple. A review of the old deal is 
in order. 

For 150 years this experiment 
In Democracy has progressed from 
a minor power along the Atlantic 
seaboard to the most powerful na- 
tion on earth, covering nearly a 
whole continent embracing 48 
sovereign states and 120,000,000 of 
the best fed, best clothed, best 
spiritually and materially pro- 
vided for people the world has 
ever known. This under the old 
deal 

Back in the cradle of liberty 
factories were being built, col- 
leges were' founded and roads 
constructed. Inventive genius had 
brought forth the steamboat and 
the cotton gin, the sewing ma- 
chine and many other things to 
lighten the labor of mankind.

Rules and regulations govern- 
ing the Agricultural Conservation 
Program provide that the rates 
as originally set forth for diver- 
sion of general soil depleting crops 
were based on 80% participation 
of farms in the East Central Re- 
gion. The same rules and regula- 
tions further provide that the rate 
as set forth would be increased or 
decreased as participation in the 
East Central Region is greater or 
less than the estimated 80 ? , but 
in no case could the rate of pay 
as set forth be increased or de- 
creased more than 10%. The same 
rules and regulations further pro- 
vide that the administrative ex- 
penses for operating the program 
within the county will be deducted 
from payments made to furmers 
on a pro rata basis. 

Since at this time it is impos- 
sible to determine the exact esti. 
mate of participation or to deter-

FIOM the standpoint of artistic 
composition the shape of a pic- 
ture makes a lot jof difference. This 
statement may Beem axiomatic but 
how often do we snapshooters give 
thought to It in using our cameras? 

We all know that most cameras 
are so constructed as to give us a 
tholce between hortiontal and ver- 
tical pictures, depending upon the 
position In which we hold the cam- 
era, but in the business of taking 
pictures there seems to be a sort of 
psychology of hulness that makps 
us choose the way most convenient 
to our hands. With some cameras 
the vertical position seems easier, 
with others the horlwaTal, and to 
change to the otberlTositlon seems 
to require an effort. Too many of us 
don't make the effort, when we 
should. 

Bo, we go right on taking pictures 
the easier way without bothering 
about the shape of them, when a lit- 
tle thought and little more than a 
twist of the wrist would make all 
the difference between good and 
bad composition. Remember that 
the lines enclosing a picture are al- 
most as much a part of its compost- 



The early days of October have 
set a fast pace in all lines of trade 
and industry, according to reports 
to the Department df Commerce 
from key cities in all parts of the 
country. Both retail and whole- 
sale trade surged forward to gain 
new highs for this period of the 
year in many areas, while indus- 
trial activities* have quickened 
their tempo in keeping with an 
unusual Fall upturn. 

In New York, optimistic reports 
came from most sections of local 
business. Retail trade as mea? 
sured by department stores show- 
ed a more than seasonal increase 
over the previous week and bet- 
tered the 1935 period by more 
than 8r c . Credit conditions con- 
tinued good and the demand for 
business funds expanded. In the 
New York wholesale market, sales 
of industrial goods continued 
their strong upward movement. 
Most lines of 'consumption goods 
were also substantially more ac- 
tive than a year ago. 

New Highs Set 
In Philadelphia new highs for 
the year and in some^ cases for 
many years were registered by re- 
tail trade, bank clearings and car 
loadings. Department stores gam- 
ed 53.8% over the previous week, 
while the gains .scored by women's 
specialty shops and men's stores 
were 28.3% and 15.1% respective- 
ly. 

In the leading Pacific coast 
cities trade was moving forward 
in keeping with the trends else- 
where in the country, although 
some nervousness was manifested 
over the labor situation. In the 
principal Southern cities gains 
were somewhat better than else- 
where. For example, New Orleans 
reported a 3'% increase over the 
1935 week, while the gams in some 
of the other cities were: Savannah 
10%, Dallas 31%. Houston 10 to 
30%, Louisville 8 to 10%, Charles- 
ton 28%. Trade in Cincinnati 
was inclined to lag. Memphis re- 
ported retail turnover in keeping 
with the showing of the last 9 
months which displayed a gain 
of 10% over the same period last 
year. 

Sales on Upgrade 
In various other cities such as 
Kansas City, Milwaukee, Chicago. 
Detroit. 8t. Louis. Cleveland and 
Indianapolis sales were on the 
upgrade. 

That building operations are 
still being carried along in much 
larger volume than last year was 
indicated by building figures from 



many cities. Jn New York City 
plans filed during September 
jumped from $14,700,000 to 817.- 
200,000. In San Francisco the 
figures were $659,000 last year. 
$940,000 this year. In Philadel- 
phia the increase was in excess 
of $200,000. while the suburbs of 
the same city showed combined 
increases of nearly $500,000. 
Memphis reported building per- 
mits for September 3 times as 
large m volume as those of last 
year. In Detroit building permits 
for the month were $4,300,000 
which compared with $1,800,000 
last September.

sure that the lines which give 
length to your subject parallel the 
long edges of the Aim, thus avoiding 
an overbalance of margin above and 
below or to the right and left, as 
the case may be. 

So much for planning the shape 
ot a picture before you take it, but 
composition can be improved, in- 
deed often much Improved, by shap- 
ing* the picture after you take it. 
There are two ways ot doing It. Voa 
may reduce the margins and. In 
some cases, also cut out distracting j 
objects by trimming the print; or, 
still more effectively, you may mask 
the negative so as to leave a se- 
lected portion and, from this por- 
tion, have an enlargement made. 

Thus, a vertical subject In a verti- 
cal panel that has cut out detail on 
the sides becomes much more Im- 
pressive; Its height and Importance 
have been enhanced. Similarly, with 
a horitontal subject a horizontal 
panel will emphasise Its "repose" 
lines and accentuate Its sweep. 

Most good pictorial work, such as 
finds a place in salons because of Hi 
artistic excellence, is usually the 
combined result of choosing tbe 
right camera position, masking tbe 
aegaUve and trimming the prist.

pany's interest in having its right 
of-way and adjacent property 
clear of water, the Norfolk-South 
em has agreed to underwrite this 
part of the cost. 

Highway Group to Cooperate 

An additional $3,000, the ap- 
proximate cost of the tile needed 
for the covered drainage system, 
is expected to be secured from 
the State Highway Department 
The local office of that organiza- 
tion has approved the plans made 
for draining the area and has 
agreed to recommend the pur- 
chase of the needed tile to Mr 
Shirley and his commission. Mr. 
Taylor was appointed a commit- 
tee of one to see the Highway 
Commissioner and to secure his 
cooperation. 

The remaining expense, not ex- 
pected to exceed $1,000, will be 
sought' from the county, or, in the 
event of a refusal there, from the 
citizens residing in the North Vir- 
ginia Beach community. This fund 
will be used to purchase two ob- 
solete pumps— held suitable for 
local needs— from the XJltyof 
Norfolk and to pay .for their in 
stallation. The cost of mamten 
ance of the drainage system will 
be borne by the residents.

However, :t was 
pointed out, there win be no in 
vasion of private property, either 
by the WPA or other agencies, in 
the construction of the drainage 
system, and the cost of individual 
draining will be a matter for the

The equipment proposed will 
drain the entire area from Fifty 
third Street 



Twenty-third Street in one day's 
time, should another storm' of 
similar magnitude as that of last 
month sweep the Beach, It was 
learned. In addition, the system 
will function every day of the year 
and will serve to dram off all sur- 
face waters which are caused by 
rain or snow storms. > 

The system of drainage, in ad- 
dition to its approval by the local 
office of the State Highway De 
partment and the members of the 
league, has been favorably com- 
mented upon by the WPA of- 
ficials, the State Health Depart- 
ment and the Virginia Electric 
and Power Company, all of which 
agencies are interested in Its con- 
struction. 

If possible, unexpended flood 
control funds allotted to this area 
will be utilized for the early 
beginning of the construction pro- 
ject. These funds will be paid 
back, according to the present 
plan, when the WPA allotment is 
ordered by Washington. 

The league also will request the 
board of supervisors to place a 
beach patrolman in this area for 
four months of each year. It will 
be the job of this individual to 
keep the beach clear of decaying 
fish and crabs and other washed 
up debris which tends to draw 
flies and other insects.

000. All in all xhe federal govern- 
ment took $4,395,000 in taxes out 
of this state, or upwards of . $11.40 
per vehicle. 

"State gasoline taxes cost $13,- 
341,000 in 1935, or upwards of 
$34.60 per vehicle. State registra- 
tion and miscellaneous fees cost 
$5,151,000, or upwards of $13.38 
per vehicle. All in an these state 
taxes cost $18,492,000, or upwards 
of $47.98 per vehicle. 

Total Cost Set at $59.38 

"The grand total cost of thise 
special additional federal and 
state automotive taxes to the 
owners of each of the 385,555 
motor vehicles registered in this 
state in 1935 is estimated at up- 
wards of $59.38. This figure con- 
servatively represents the special 
assessment upon a piece of auto' 
motive property worth , according 
to the nationaly average, only 
$200. 

"Federal and state gasoline 
taxes were paid on 272,169,000 
gallons of gasoline the motor 
vehicies~~of-thJsstate consumed 
last year. On a per vehicle basis 
these gasoline taxes cost upwards 
of $41.75. This cost, balanced 
against the $200 value of the 
average motor vehicle, shows what 
It means to have a really heavy 
retail sales tax. 

"The cost of these tax assess-' 
ments, paid by motor vehicle 
owners in addition to all the other 
taxes they pay as citizens and 
property owners, should convince 
them of the necessity of support- 
ing any move to repeal .such ex. 
pensive and duplicating levies as 
the federal tax on gasoline. A rea- 
sonable state tax on gasoline 
ought to be enough. Th* cost 
should convince thein aim that 
they are already contributing sub- 
stantially toward highway financ- 
ing, and that any effort to divert 
these funds to other end general 
uses, scarcely is in their interest."

Contract Is Approved 

Asking $250. for the conduct of 
the proposed survey, Mr. Phillips 
later agreed to bear all expense 
of the investigation when the 
council refused to approve such 
expenditure. His further propos 
al that he be reimbursed by the 
Town should any compromise be 
offered by the Virginia Electric 
and Power Company or in the 
event that a municipal plant 
should be constructed was ac- 
cepted by the council with Jesse 
Swell alone dissenting. 

TJnder this agreement, In the 
event of a camnranise. Mr. Phil- 
lips will receive IB per cent of all 
funds accruing to the munici- 
pality under $50,000 and 10 per 
cent of all such funds over $50.- 
000. Should a local plant be con- 
structed, he will receive 10 per 
cent of the net profit from the 
first year's operation. The life 
of this contract is limited to one 
year from date. 

Huge Profits Charged 

According to Mr. Phillips, the 
Virginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany is realizing annually a net 
^•wofit of from $40,000 to $50,000 
'''from a total operating revenue of 
$96,000. This net profit, he told 
the council, is distributed largely 
to holding companies and other 
sources far removed from Virginia 
Beach and in which this commun- 
ity does not share to any appreci- 
able extent.

Although revenues accruing to 
the Town of Virginia Beach in- 
creased $4,225.80 over the total 
sum collected last year, the audi- 
tor's report submitted to the coun- 
cil last Monday night reveals 
that for the year ended August 
31, 1930 there was a deficit in 
revenues of $23,096.07, but a book 
surplus of $28,588.51. Total ex- 
penditures for the year amounted 
to $183,560.63, of which $95,024.16 
were departmental expenses; $14,- 
696.09 capital outlays, of which 
more than $9,000 was spent on 
streets and more than $5,000 for 
sanitary and health purposes; and 
$53,630.48 on debt service, includ- 
ing $4,764 to notes retired and 
$35,481 in interest paid on notes 
and bonds. 

Cur rent Revenues 

Current taxes, 1935 levy, pro- 
duced $69,194 from local sources 
and $26,011 from the county of 
Princess Anne; penalties and in- 
terest on taxes $5,242; court fines 
and costs, $1,680; licenses and li- 
cense fees, $22,676; collections on 
notes of the Beach Walkway 
Corporation netted $5,900; elec- 
trical and plumbing permits, 
$752; school funds from State al- 
location, $2,400 and other sundry 
funds from the State, $1,570 

The long term indebtedness of 
the Town of Virginia Beach was 
established at $738,069 as con- 
trasted with $740,209 reported in 
the audit of 1935. Of this amount, 
$092,000 represent street, school, 
water, sewer and walkway bonds 
outstanding and $37,289, county 
road and school bonds, and $8*600 
due to the Literary Fund of Afti 
ginia.

Filial Returns in Digest Poll 
Predict Alf London's Election 

Nationwide Survey Forecasts Republican Victory; President 
Secures Only 42.92 Per Cent of Major Party Vote and 
Electoral Ballots From 16 States. 



Final tabulations in the Liter- 
ary Digest's Presidential Poll of 
more than 2,225,000 voters, as an- 
nounced on Wednesday night, 
predict the election of the Repub- 
lican candidate, Alfred M. Landon, 
by a popular majority of 54.33 per 
cent of the total vote cast. Mr. 
Landon, according to the returns, 
should carry 32 states, represent- 
ing a total of 370 votes in the 
electoral college, only 266 of which 
are necessary for victory. 

Roosevelt Holds 16 States * 

The sixteen states in the Demo- 
cratic column, as announced by 
the poll's sponsors, with a total 
of 161 electoral votes, are Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky. Louisiana, Maryland. 
Mississippi, New Mexico. North 
Carolina, Oklahoma. South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Utah and 
Virginia. Consideration of the 
final figures further reveals that 
the President has obtained sub- 
stantial majorities only in those 
states comprising the "solid 
South." Maryland. New Mexico, 
Oklahoma and Utah present re- 
turns so evenly matched as to fall 



into the classification of doubtful, 
or borderline states. 

Although other polls are claim- 
ing New York, California, Wis- 
consin, Oregon and other com- 
monwealths for the Democratic 
standard-bearer, the Digest re- 
turns offer no such hope, lumping 
these as definitely Republican to- 
gether with Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Indiana. Illinois. 
West Virginia and Massachusetts. 
Michigan, In the Digest poll, goes 
Republican by a majority greater 
than two to one. . 

Virginia Supports President 

In the final figures, Mr. Roose- 
velt's 42.92 per cent of the total 
major party vote is .8 per cent 
greater than the figure released 
last week, but still several points 
away from his high percentage 
of 44, as recorded several weeks 
ago. Virginia citizens polled in 
this nationwide survey gave 16,- 
783 votes to the President and 
10.223 to his Republican oppon- 
ent.

CALL DISCUSSED 

E. N. MacWilliams Will Head 
County-Drive Again This 
Year; Relief Setup Assured 



Solution of the hospitalization 
controversy which has been in 
existence tfor the past year was 
agreed upon by the Board of 
Supervisors this week with the ap- 
proving of a motion, made by 
Supervisor W. M. Thomas and 
seconded by George Lawrence, to 
pay to the Norfolk Hospital As- 
sociation for the care of local in- 
digent the monthly sum of $150 
during the balance of the present 
board's tenure of office, a matter 
of three years and two months. 

The action was taken after Dr. 
W. B. Martin and Dr. H. O. Park- 
er, representing the Norfolk hos- 
pitals, had outlined to the super- 
visors some of the problems of the 
hospitals in caring for indigent 
patients from Princess Anne coun- 
ty. Although the amount sought 
was far short of the actual cost of 
care of the patients. Dr. Martin 
asserted, it was the opinion of his 
board that the hospital could 
"struggle- through" without impos- 
ing further burdens upon the local 
governmental units. 

Emergency Cases Discussed 

The matter of "emergency" 
cases was discussed in detail by 
the representatives, who pointed 
out that the board had refused 
to pay every emergency bill sub- 
mitted thus far this year with few 
exceptions. In the case of ac- 
cidents, they said, it was palpably 
Impossible to secure the written 
consent of the supervisors in order 
that a case might be hospitalised, 
and it was agreed that all" emer- 
gency cases would be grjen at 
least two free days of hospital 
treatment, during which time a 
survey would be made to deter- 
mine whether or not the patient 
was in a position to take care of 
his bill.. 

It also was agreed that all hos- 
pitalization cases Other than those 
classified as emergency would be 
certified to the hospitals by the 
supervisors on a standard blank. 
Whether or not this prerogative 
would be given to the newly-em- 
ployed welfare worker could not 
be learned, although it is expected 
that all such matters will, in the 
future, be cleared through her of- 
fice.

Bringing to a happy conclusion 
• year of sniping, occasioned, as 
we see it, largely by a misunder- 
of the basic issues in. 
and the failure of either 
the county officials or officers of 
the Norfolk Hospital Association 
to attempt the clarification of 
those Issues, the Board of Super- 
visors last Monday afternoon ap- 
proved unanimously the motion to 
a pp r opri ate the sum of $5,700 for 
the hospitalization of county in- 
digent over a period of three years 
and two months;* the balance of 
the term of the present board. 

With such action, reportedly 
acceptable to the Norfolk hos- 
pitals, there ends for that time a 
co nt ro v er s y which was begun 
without cause or reason. It may 
be argued— and the argument is 
not without merit— that had a 
of the association appear- 
before the first meeting of the 
newly-elected county fathers and 
presented its program and needs 
wKh the clarity and helpful at- 
titude exhibited early this week 
by Or. Martin there would have 
Been no occasion for the sub- 
sequent actions and disavowals. 
OertauuX.it must be said for the 
supervisors that this latest pre- 
sentation of fact was followed 
promptly by the requested ap- 
propriation. 

Or, on the other hand, had the 
supervisors been alert to the re- 
quirements of their position as 
guardians of the county's indigent 
they would have conducted the 
proper investigation soon after 
their assumption of office and de- 
termined then both the status of 
the Norfolk hospitals and the need 
for the increased funds demanded 
by the coordinating agency. Their 
failure to do so— which, as we 
have said, may be excused on the 
ground that the hospital associa- 
tion, being the petitioning body, 
did not, fully present its case- 
only heightened the controversy 
and prolonged it to the mutual 
dissatisfaction of all persons con- 
cerned. 

Light and reason must — and 
will — accomplish all desired goals. 
There is a lesson in this contro- 
versy which, if studied closely, 
should reveal an admirable course 
of action to the supervisors from 
this time hence, for those official 
decisions conceived after con- 
sideration of all existing facts are 
certain to point the way to better 
government and to a thorough 
understanding of county problems. 
The course of this controversy has 
been a rough one, but the final 
action is deserving of wide com- 
mendation.

WATER FOR EAST OCEAN 
VIEW 



Virginia Beach. 

Since the county fathers seem 
little inclined to bear the expense 
of the construction of the needed 
water main from the Norfolk City 
boundary— and their stand is a 
just one, we believe— there ap- 
pears to be no other course open 
except that which parallels the 
community development north of 
Virginia Beach, We would pro- 
pose, therefore, the further organ- 
ization of the local improvement 
league and the creation of a sani- 
tary district, looking forward to 
the imposition of a purely local 
tax which will take care of the 
desired improvements. 

This, then, which appears to be 
the only means of salvation, is a 
question which the residents of 
East Ocean View must settle for 
themselves. There is hope that 
some assistance can be secured 
from the Works Progress Admin- 
istration — those in charge of the 
league should leave no stone un- 
turned in this direction — but there 
is little likelihood that anything 
can be accomplished unless the 
residents are willing to assume the 
slight increase in the tax burden 
necessitated by such an improve- 
ment. 

Although we have no means of 
determining at the moment just 
how much an increase would be 
necessary, the experience of other 
similar projects in the State in- 
dicates but a slight upward revi- 
sion in the funds annually paid. 
Since the construction of the 
water main will aid materially the 
continued development of the 
community, thereby reducing the 
per capita levy, the while it will 
eliminate the present health men- 
ace and make more valuable the 
properties already developed, we 
see no choice for the residents but 
an affirmative one. 

There is the further thought, 
too, that just as the county gov- 
ernment is aiding the North Vir- 
ginia Beach residents In the solu- 
tion of their problem so will there 
be a similar support accorded to 
East Ocean View. But, we would 
point out In conclusion, nothing 
can or will be done until the 
wishes of the residents are record- 
ed and preliminary plans drawn 
for the construction of the need- 
ed water mains. This is the first 
step of the program to be develop- 
ed in the Improvement campaign.

1924 an oracle of seeming integ- 
rity and validity, predicts Mr.

elt a scant sixteen states, 
with three of these — Maryland,

'States may more properly be class-

There is comfort here""for Kir. 
Roosevelt's opponents, greater 
comfort by far than that to be 
gleaned from any of, the other 
prominent polls. It is reasonable 
that many of the arguments 
levelled at thC-Digest poll hold 
some merit, as it is reasonable to 
assume— should you feel that way 
— that these returns will be found 
correct when the curtain has 
fallen on next Tuesday's activity. 
The Digest has spoken, and upon 
its words may well depend its 
future acceptance by the Ameri- 
can public. 

Nexj in line, running through 
the Important polls, are the re- 
sults announced by Dr. Daniel 
Starch. In this forecast, which 
makes no claims to have equalled 
the Digest's survey of more than 
two and one-quarter millions of 
voters, Mr. Roosevelt is given a 
popular majority of 48 per cent of 
the voters' ballots, a mere one per 
cent more than that chalked up 
for the Kansan. His lead In the 
electoral college is equally In- 
secure, for not less than a half- 
dozen states are recorded as 
doubtful and may readily fall to 
the lot of the Republicans.

Dr. Gallup and his American 
Poll of Public Opinion leans 
favorably to the President's re- 
election, awarding him 51.4 per 
cent of the popular vote to Mr. 
Landon's 43.8 per cent, and 390 
electoral votes to his opponent's 
141. Mr. Landon, says Dr. George 
Gallup, will carry a mere thirteen 
states, including Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Illinois and West 
Virginia. There are doubtful 
states here, as well, but it is not 
the belief of this poll that the 
Kansas Governor can swing the 
additional 125 electoral ballots 
necessary for his election. 

So, discounting the claims of 
the rival candidates' managers, 
is the stage set for next Tuesday. 
The questions which concern us 
most have not been answered, 
and, though a careful digest of all 
available materia) has given us 
our own opinion, there was little 
light to be had from any or all of 
the polls mentioned in this col- 
umn.

Wishing to participate in this 
lively game of "President Pick- 
ing," we are burdening our read- 
ers this week with our own fore:, 
cast in terms of electoral votes. 
We make no claims to infallibility 
nor do we profess to any super- 
natural powers of prophecy, mere- 
ly reporting here some few results 
which have come through the fog 
of study and debate, results 
gleaned from a careful analysis of 
present trends in all states as 
such have been reported in a 
variety of analyses by competent 
political experts. 

Granting that all of the larger 
states, with the single exception of 
New York, are either definitely 
Republican or borderline Republi- 
can, it is our belief that Mr. 
Roosevelt will win in his bid for 
reelection, carried back into of- 
fice by the pluralities of the "solid 
South," the far west and most of 
the agricultural states of the mid- 
west and northwest. Granting 
him a portion of the popular vote 
not more than five per cent above 
that given to his Republican op- 
ponent, we are inclined toward the 
opinion that the President will 
carry some 30 states as compared 
with Mr. Landon's 18, and 307

The above is our forecast, but 
we are unwilling to wager even 
a thin dime on its correctness. 
Unexpected reversals of form have 
not been unknown in those years 
which see Presidential elections, 
and there are many signs now to 
be observed which presage such 
a condition next Tuesday. Up 
until the very minute of voting 
the result may be anybody's race, 
and you, as we have done, may 
take your choice. 

Here to Princess Anne, there is 
every indication of a strong 
Roosevelt "plurality and the elec- 
tion of Norman Hamilton to the 
House of Representatives. There 
are rumblings of a substantial 
vote for Mr. Landon as a protest 
against certain policies / of the 
New Deal, but the prosperity 
which has lately been the lot of 
the average farmer — whether due 
or not due to the Administration's 
farm policies — has made the 
President a local hero, and that 
admiration will be reflected In the 
county's vote. It is safe to be- 
lieve that in spite of the many 
speeches recently made by local 
Republicans Tidewater Virginia 
will be found more solidly array- 
ed behind the Democratic banner 
than any other section of the 
State, for the Jeffersonian Demo- 
cratic movement has made little 
progress here.

It is never amiss with an elec- 
tion to the offing to sound a re- 
minder to this effect. There are 
persons who believe (and of course 
there may be some foundation for 
their belief) that by telephoning 
an individual and with a to-second 
song and dance asking them to 
vote for this or that candidat 
they are helping the cause. The 
average person Is fully capable of 
making up his or her mind with- 
out the help of a stereotyped ex- , 
hortation of this kind, and it Is 
entirely possible that some per- 
sons are* sufficiently antagonized 
by this species of campaigning— 
certainly far from flattering to 
the listener's intelligence— to re- 
consider or even reverse decisions 
already made which would be 
pleasing to the caller. At worst, 
however, this kind of campaign- 
ing is nothing more than mildly 
offensive. * 

But when a zealous campaigner 
telephones (or says face to face) 
and says, "You are a school- 
teacher and of course you will 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt," the mat- 
ter Is more serious. In a republi- 
can section It will be "of course** 
Mr. Landon. 

The logic behind this, and of 
course It cannot be properly dign- 
ified by the term of logic, Is that 
the teacher Is receiving public 
employment to a community 
which is predominantly republican 
or predominantly democratic and 
therefore may rightly be expected 
to vote according to the prevail- 
ing sentiment of the community. 
The Implication Is that If he or 
she does not, the result may be 
just too bad. In other words, the 
caller may be a supposedly re- 
spectable member of democratitov 
society who is using tactics which 
would be highly approved to the 
nations dominated by Messrs, 
Mussolini or Hitler. 

Any teacher who is called and 
reminded that he is a school- 
teacher and "of course" Is going 
to vote for Mr. So-and-So, is fully 
justified if he tells the caUer to 
mind her own business, where to 
get off, or even where to go If the 
campaigner is sufficiently imper- 
tinent. Furthermore, the teacher 
might even remind the caller that 
we have the Australian ballot to 
Insure secrecy to voting— assum 
tog, for the moment, that the 
caller would have the slightest 
idea what the Australian ballot 
happens to be.— Petersburg Pro- 
gress-Index.

BOOKS TO OWN 



SAGITTARIUS RISING 

By Cecil Lewis 

Harcourt, Brace. 301 pp. 03.50

Sagittarius is the ninth sign of 
the zodiac, governing "voyages 
and weapons and aU swift things." 
It denotes not only "gaiety and a 
love of sport in the character," 
but a "power of prophecy and 
philosophy" as weU. Cecil Lewis 
has found this sign to be in his 
horoscope, "rising." 

And thus it foretold in the stars 
that Cecil Lewis would leave his 
schooling at Oundle at the age of 
seventeen to become a member of 
the R. P. C, to be in the air dur- 
ing the battle of the Somme, to 
know what it was to shoot down 
a gallant opponent and watch him 
spin to his death, to be a Senior 
Flight Commander at the age of 
twenty, and to try to teach the 
Chinese how to fly. But it was 
also foretold in the stare that his 
would be the "power of prophecy 
and philosophy," so that he would 
wonder about the war in which 
gallant opponents shot each other 
to certain death, gravely and 
sincerely saluting the loser; so 
that he would question the value 
of "progress" to men, when "pro- 
gress" meant, perhaps, the death 
or a civilization. 

Perhaps it is because the sign 
of Sagittarius is a mixed one that 
Cecil Lewis has written not only 
an Interesting and absorbing book, 
but an important book as well. He 
has given us, no doubt for the first 
time, the report of an articulate 
airman, who was led into joining 
the flying corps because he felt, 
just as aU Englishmen did Ia-r9l5, 
that "one must do his bit.". He 
chose the flying corps because he 
felt it to be the onlVremaining 
division in the army in which one 
could fight the enemy cleanly in 
man-to-man combat, as the anci- 
ent heroes of mankind fought. His 
book, which is roughly his auto- 
biography during the war and the 
period immediately following it, 
is unique in value as the frankly 
and thoughtfully written story, 
without heroics, of a man who be- 
came a war ace, a man who dis- 
tinguished himself in the newest 
wrinkle in the art of killing one's 
fellows. 

He was moved to leave school 
in the spring of 1915 and to apply 
for admission to the R. F. C. be- 
cause flying had been his boyish 
hobby. Model planes had been 
his chief interest, and he had 



bombers. When he returned to 
Prance, he was a Senior Flight 
Commander in a squadron that 
scrapped with German'' pursuit 
planes. The Armistice found him 
miraculously whole, although he 
had been wounded. (Lewis esti- 
mates that the average life of 
pilots at the front was but a mat. 
ter of weeks.) 

Peace left him with experience 
far beyond his years (he speaks 
of the Western Front as his "uni 
vereity"), and nothing to do. He 
went to work for Vickere, and was 
sent to China to make pilots out 
of shaven-polled, calm-f a c e d 
cadets in gowns. It was hard work 
giving flying instructions through 
an interpreter; the Chinese made 
but poor pilots, and he returned 
to England. The book leaves him 
there, telling us only that he was 
not to fly again for many years. 

We would like to hear more of 
Mr. Lewis, and learn what he has 
done in; those years. For he writes 
as a man of spirit and sensitivity: 
"Sagittarius Rising" is a human 
document, which has the wisdom 
to find as much value in relating 
a young man's questioning of the 
part he is playing m a war as in 
describing the thrills and adven- 
ture of aerial combat. 

Anyone who has read much 
Walpole knows that he can make 
fear run the gamut, beginning 
with a tiny prickle and enlarging 
until a great .black horror lift 
the hair of one's head straight on 
end. The prickle begins, in 
"Prayer for My Son," with the 
visit of Rose to the house of Col- 
onel Faucus, to whom she had en- 
trusted her illegitimate boy. The 
feeling increases as Michael, the 
boy's tutor, utters/warnings, and 
the unfrocked ' ld^l clergyman 
drops hints. Their the amiable 
Colonel is found to be hiding 
something behind his mask of 
friendliness. After that, the Col- 
onel becomes too extraordinary to 
prickle about. However, this is 
a good tale of the dark English 
lake country. fiUed with char- 
acters worthy of Dickens and 
Trollope, and, oh yes, Hugh Wal- 
pole.

"Let's play a game" is a sugges- 
tion which may be heard on prac- 
tically every occasion when folks, 
both young and old. get together. 
All too frequently the usual reply 
is, "What shall we play?" with 
the result that if a game of in- 
terest to all present is not forth- 
coming at the moment, the sug- 
gestion may pass without further 
comment. 

With the fall season here and 
home entertaining again enjoying 
renewed activity, the wise hostess 
will be alert for entertainment 
suggestions for use at her next 
party. ' 

A popular feature of most parlor 
games is that they require but a 
small expenditure of time and 
money, and their success depends 
more on the ability of knowing 
how to play and how to get other 
people into the same Jolly mood. 

One of the newest games to 
strike the fancy of the American 
home Is that called "Ring the 
Bottle." Perhaps it owes some of 
its popularity to the fact that it 
requires a minimum of prepara- 
tion and yet provides no end of 
fun for the contestants. All that 
is needed to play the game Is a 
stick, (a golf club, yard stick or 
a broom will do) a piece of string 
three feet long, a wire ring about 
two inches in diameter ( a curtain 
rod ring or bracelet is ideal) and 
an empty beer, wine or soda bot- 
tle. The latter will, of course, be 
easy to find because the evening's 
refreshments will undoubtedly 
have Included a bottled beverage 
of some type or other. Tie the 
string to the stick and the ring 
and than try and slip the ring 
over the neck of the bottle in an 
allotted length of time, usually 
one iqlnute. Players .should stand 
about four feet from the bottle, 
which may be placed either on the 
floor or table. The game of "Ring 
the Bottle" sounds easy, but Just 
try It. i 

After aff your guests have tried 
their skill at this game, you can 
then change to the game called 
"Bottle Horseshoes." To play this 
game, yon need about a dozen 
fruit Jar rubbers and a few empty 
bottles. All guests should seat 

themselves in a circle so that the 
bottle' tp which they ate to pitch 

is about three to four feet from 



them. The object of the game is, 
of course, to see how many Jar 
rubbers each contestant can pitch 
over the neck of the bottle. The 
first one who succeeds in getting 
a total of 21 wins the game. 

A number of other popular 
games or stunts for parties which 
will eliminate any yawns from 
bored guests and will delight 
both young and old Include "In 
Your Hat," "Walking the Tight 
Rope," "Writing Your Name" and 
"Clothespins." 

"Clothespins" is played as fol- 
lows: Give five clothespins to each 
guest and ask each in turn to 
kneel on a chair, facing the back 
of it. The object of the game is 
to drop as many clothespins as 
possible into an empty quart milk 
bottle, which has been placed on 
the floor about one foot behind 
the chair. In case you are unable 
to find clothespins, coins or beans 
may be used equally well. 

To walk the tight rope, place a 



will be five foot-lengths between 
your right foot and the hat. Bold 
the deck in your toft hand, and 
with the right elbow on your right 
knee, deal the cards one at a time 
from the deck Into the hat with 
the right hand.

H. L. Hangar, resident engineer 
of the State Highway Department, 
■ was present at the meeting to give 
his w*»*»u*i report on expenditures 
made on county roads, both of 
the primary and secondary sys- 
tems, for the fiscal year ended 
June 30. A total of 11.88 miles of 
secondary road were constructed 
and surfaced, 3.74 miles were sur- 
faced, and .59 miles were resur- 
faced during the year at a total 
cost of $44,691.91, he said. In all, 
$74,641.46 were expended on all 
county roads luring the year, in- 
cluding the construction and 
maintenance of primary roads 
and bridges. Of this amount, 
some $20,000 came as an extra 
appropriation, necessitated by the 
great damage done to local roads 
by the storms of last winter. 

Bight and one-half miles of re- 
constructed road will be surfaced 
within the next few weeks, he 
continued, adding that this, treat- 
ment will restore to normal all 
Of the highways torn up by the 
Storms of the past winter season. 

Roads recommended for inclu- 
sion in the secondary system are 
the Ives Road, in Blackwater Dis- 
trict, extension of the Sestack 
Road at Dam Neck to the Coast 
Guard Radio Station, the Water- 
works Road to Burton's station 
and Chapman's Road, from the 
intersection of Route 615 to the 
Intersection of Route 603. 

Another thirty-day'* extension 
was granted to the Transient

there was approved a request for

the board that this project should 
be tied up with similar improve- 
ments at East Ocean View and 
Ocean Park brought the response 
that the problems facing the sev- 
eral communities were distinctly 
different and. if the WPA offer 
for North Virginia Beach was not 
accepted immediately, the board 
was told, there was the possibility 
that no assistance would be forth- 
coming from that agency. 

A large delegation from the Im- 
provement League of East Ocean 
View also appeared before the 
supervisors to ask cooperation in 
the securing of a proper water 
supply. The water from wells irr 
the area, the evidence laid before 
the board asserted, was neither 
fit to drink nor to be used in any 
of the -numerous household tasks. 
Until an adequate water supply is 
provided, A. W. Hefley, spokesman 
for the group, ' stated; there is 
ever present the threat of disease, 
particularly to children, who give 
little thought to the water they 
drink. 

Lack of such an improvement, 
the petitioners continued, is driv- 
ing prospective residents away 
from the community. Sixty new 
homes were constructed in the 
past two years and many others 
are contemplated, but no further 
construction work will be author- 
ized until the water supply is 
made pure and available to all 
residents. Many members of the 
delegation asserted that they 
would be forced to move away 
from East Ocean View should the 
present condition continue. 

George Lawrence, speaking for 
the board, proposed the creation 
of a sanitary district, which would 
grant to the residents the right 
to levy an additional local tax 
to take care of the cost of con 
structlon of a suitable water sys- 
tem. Norfolk City has agreed to 
furnish water to this community 
if mains are constructed, the cost 
of which have been set at $5,900. 

Supervisors L. H. Vaughan and 
W. M. Thomas were appointed as 
a committee by Chairman Mans- 
field to meet with the residents of 
East Ocean View and to discuss 
that program of procedure most 
likely to insure the desired re- 
sults. WPA assistance will be 
sought, as will county aid to an 
extent not less than that assured 
to North Virginia Beach. The de- 
legation agreed to carry back to 
their league trie thought of the 
sanitary district and to determine 
the residents' stand on such an 
issue.

Questions Answered 
About Resettlement 



(Editor's Note— This is question 
eleven of a series of questions and 
answers about the Resettlement 
Administration which are being 
published each week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach News.) 

Is the farm adjustment program 
carried on by the Resettlement 
Administration fair to creditors? 

Answer: 

Farm debt adjustment is a 
purely voluntary service all the 
way around. The committees who 
carry on the work, work without 
pay. They are public spirited 
citizens who are willing to devote 
part of their time to helping debt 
burdened farmers. A debtor or 
creditor applies to them for aid. 
They arrange for a meeting with 
the debtor and his creditors and 
at the meeting they suggest means 
whereby the debt might be ad- 
justed. The committees have no 
authority to enforce their sugges- 
tions and if these suggestions are 
not fair to both parties no adjust- 
ment can be made. Creditors, 
however, have agreed in a great 
number of cases to reduce the 
debt; sometimes the debtors are

LYNCHBURG, Va — (Special) — 
Part of the second-oldest cast-iron 
water main tn the United States has 
been unearthed here after carrying 
water to local residents continu- 
ously for 109 years. A section of the 
historical pipe, still In excellent con- 
dition, was removed to make room 
for a larger main. Photo shows the 
109-year-old water carrier being 
examined by Senator Carter Glass 
and other leading cltltens of Lynch- 
burg. The pipe waa laid in 1827. 
four years after the Monroe Doc- 
trine was announced, two years

Under this plan of 
instruction It is hoped that the 
large percentage of failures usual- 
ly present in the freshman class 
may be greatly reduced. Results 
are said to be quite favorable at 
the end of the first period in that 
only 11 per cent of the first year 
class failed as compared with 20 
per cent for the corresponding 
period last session. 

tinder the new plan, first year 
Latin has been taken from the 
freshman curriculum and made a 
second year subject. Also, two 
teachers handle all freshman 
classes, whereas freshmen in -past 
years have frequently had a dif- 
ferent teacher for each subject 
studied. It is believed that these 
changes, which are made possible 
by the revised curriculum prac- 
tices, will serve to reduce the great 
number of failures among the first 
year, students.

why not have a 



THOSE who make air voyages 
without a camera miss a part of 
the thrill. You do not need an espe- 
cially designed camera to obtain 
photographs from airplanes. An 
ordinary camera wi!l get interesting 
pictures right through the window 
which you look through as you fly, 
and make you a picture story of your 
trip that no end of verbal description 
can tell bo vividly. 

Make a few snaps about the air- 
port before boarding your 'plane and 
then, unless you have very fast shut- 
ter speeds, wait before you shoot 
again till you are up at least 1,000 
feet. Naturally the higher the 'plane 
is traveling the less rapidly will the 
earth slip by and snapshots showing 
the land can be made more, easily. 
The most interesting views are taken 
when there are definite contrasts in 
the landscape, as when flying over 
lakes, rivers and towns. 

If your camera is of the focusing 
type, set It at the "Infinity" mark, 
and, on a clear, brilliant day, stop 
f.22 should produce good negatives 
at a seasonably rapid shutter speed. 
Whew the sun is not so bright, atop 
16 jpflll yield satisfactory results. 
The fastest shutter speed should be 
employed with the average camera; 
this will be 1/60 or 1/100 of a second. 
With faster shutter speeds pictures 
from airplanes can be made at less 
than the 1,000 foot height With an- 
gle lens folding cameras and those of 
the box type, the second or smaller 
diaphragm stop should be used. 8ur- 
prtslngly good picture* can be 



with box cameras on a clear day at 
1,500 to 2,000 feet. 

It you are fortunate enough to be 
flying on a brilliant day when there 
are groups of those light, cottony, 
cumulus clouds, and are gliding 
along well above them, make snap- 
shots when you pass over rifts 
through which the landscape can be 
seen. To Include a wheel of the 
'plane, as In the picture above, adds 
realism and enhances the feeling of 
height. It identifies the picture at 
once as having been made from the 
air. 

Aloft, as on the ground, a color fil- 
ter helps In bringing out clouds and 
details In the distant landscape. 
Larger stop openings will then be 
required— the site of the opening de- 
pending upon the depth of the color 
of the filter. 

Yes, you can take pictures through 
the glass In the windows all right It 
is especially clear, safety glass, and 
on commercial planes is kept clean; 
but don't rest your camera on the 
window ledge or any part of the 
'plane, since even slight vibration 
will affect the sharpness of the pic- 
tures. Also, don't shoot across the 
rear of the conical housing of the 
side motors, as the heat waves may 
register on the film and blur the pic- 
ture. 

And dont forget to take plenty of 
film because there is nothing so pro- 
voking as to find yourself out of am- 
munition and helpless as some unex- 
pectedly Interesting picture goes slip- 
ping by beneath yon.

GAINS 
ARE CONTINUED 

Holiday Gift Merchandise Re- 
flects Strong Buying, Com- 
merce Report Reveals. 



Notwithstanding the handicap 
of unseasonable weather through- 
out most of the country, retail 
trade moved forward in vigorous 
fashion during the week, accord- 
ing to reports to the Department 
of Commerce from key cities 
throughout the country. Gains 
over the same period last year 
were generally well maintained. 
While warm weather in many sec- 
tions took much of the edge off 
buyers' eagerness to lay in stocks, 
wholesalers reported a good de- 
mand for accessories, underwear, 
hosiery, home furnishings and 
piece goods. Holiday gift mer- 
chandise , also reflected strong 
buying with marked tendency to- 
ward earlier accumulation of 
stocks and better grade merchan- 
dise. The wholesale electrical ap- 
pliance industry continued to ex- 
ceed last year's figures by very 
wide margins although whole- 
salers were complaining that pro- 
fits were not what they ought to 
be. A distinct shortage was re- 
ported in prospect for holiday 
merchandise with delivery lag in 
some products reaching to 3 and 
4 months. 

General Pick Up 

In the industrial fields there 
was a general picking up of pro- 
duction. The automobile indus- 
try was getting into its stride for ." 
the 1937 models which stimulated^ 
business in many lines. With the 
advances in carloadings there 
were increases in railroad buying. 
It was said that orders are ex- 
pected to be awarded soon on 
about 150 locomotives for which 
bids already have been asked. 

There seemed to be less tension 
along the Pacific Coast regarding 
the labor situation. Portland, 
Oregon, reported that the wheat 
inquiry from Europe continued 
active and is expected to result in 
important business as soon as the 
maritime situation warrants. Over 
700,000 bushels have been loaded 
for Europe so far this year which 
compares to no loadings last year. 
Total wheat loadings from the 
Columbia River fire the largest 
-since the 1931-32 crop year with 
the exception of subsidy loadings 
in the early part of 1934. Recent 
Japanese purchases reported to be 
over 600,000 bushels to date with 
further Inquiry expected. Memphis 
reported weather conditions ideal 
for cotton which far exceeds ex- 
pectations in the local territory. 
Atlanta reported that many tex- 
tile mills have production sold 
through the first quarter of 1937. 
Detroit reported an increase of 




lf% hi industrial 
between October 1 and 15.

season was 37.500,000 boxes com- 
pared with 29.500,000 boxes last 
year.

it was agreed that the main thor- 
oughfares of the Town, Seven- 
teenth Street to the corporate 
limits, Atlantic Avenue and 
Thirty-first Street, would be turn- 
ed over to the State Highway De- 
partment for maintenance. Un- 
der the terms of a contract offer- 
ed by the State department, each 
mile of highway in the town will 
be protected up to an expenditure 
equal to that of five miles of 
highway outside of the city limits. 
Russell McCoy, Town engineer, re- 
commended the transfer, pointing 
out that by such action Seven- 
teenth Street would be widened 
and, possibly, Atlantic Avenue. 

Budgetary requirements for the 
new year were discussed and ap- 
proved, the most notable item of 
which dealt with salary increases 
for Town employees. Three week- 
ly employees, Mosely, Corrlgan 
and Simmons, were given a $3 
weekly increase; police and fire 
department salaries were raised 
$20- per month per main; the Town 
clerk was given, a $25 per month 
increase, arid provision was made 
for a $15 per month increase for 
his office forceT 1 

By councilmanic action, it was 
determined that a police sergeant 
will be designated by the police 
committee, with no increase in 
salary, to assume the duties of 
the chief during the latter's ab- 
sence.

(Continued From Page 1 One) 
turn some considerable share of 
these profits into the Town treas- 
ury or the construction of a local- 
ly owned and operated plant. 
Although the cost of such a plant, 
including the delivery of power to 
the consumers' meters, was set by 
Mr. Phillips at an estimated $150,- 
000, the profitable operation of 
such would soon result In a real 
valuation of not less than $1,500,- 
000, he said. The profits from such 
a setup, which he established at 
an approximate $30,000, could be 
used for the construction of auxil- 
iary water and sewage disposal 
plants and for the reduction of 
real estate taxes. 

J. J. Baecher, of Norfolk, told 
the council of Mr. Phillips' exper- 
ience in the power field and urged 
approval of his program. 

Throckmorton Speaks 

Robert J. Throckmorton, vice- 
president of the Virginia Electric 
and Power Company, addressed 
the council upon the conclusion 
of Mr. Phillips' argument, assert- 
ing that the property installed in 
Virginia Beach has shown no pro- 
fit since his organization took 
over the servicing of this area 
from the Norfolk-Southern Rail- 
road. More than $400,000 have 
been invested locally, he said, in 
improvements, not so much be- 
cause the present Town require- 
ments needed such an investment 
but because of the powci com- 
pany's faith in the future growth 
of Virginia Beach.

mated by Mr. Phillips, the while 
he maintained that Mr. Phillips' 
past record did not qualify him to 
take over the construction of such 
a plant. Mr. Throckmorton fur- 
ther argued that the reports and 
records of the power company 
would be available at any time for 
any survey of costs and profits 
which the Town might care to 
make. 

Mr. Phillips retorted with the as- 
sertion that the records of his ac- 
complishments were available at 
any time, and, to prove that he 
had carried through to completion 
similar projects in other sections 
of Virginia, he produced news- 
paper clippings which were turned 
over to the council. Willard Ash- 
burn, Town Attorney, stated that 
in his opinion the survey which 
Mr. Phillips proposed to conduct 
could be done with no greater ex- 
penditure of Town funds than a 
three-cent stamp. 

Forty-aive per cent of the cost 
of construction of a municipal 
power plant can be secured from 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, with the balance to be raised 
by the Town, Mr. Phillips told the 
council. Because of the monthly 
returns, he added, the Town's por- 
tion of the necessary money could 

be easily and quickly raised.
